THE MINISTRY AND THE CORN LAWS. 


Events of a most painful character have at length forced from men 
of all parties, an acknowledgment of the folly of that policy which 
attempts to restrict the supply of the first necessaries of life. We 
are on the eve of a fulfilment of the worst predictions which have 
been made of the result of such a policy. All parties now see, in 
the necessities of the moment, a sudden suspension of the corn 
laws as inevitable. Ireland is threatened with famine, and the 
whole of Great Britain with severe scarcity. Would that the con- 
viction which has now been forced upon men by this impending 
calamity, had been so at a period when it might have been pre- 
vented. Now, the most that can be done immediately, is a very 
inadequate effort to alleviate it. 

If, however, we were even more confident then we are that the 
unhappy predicament in which the country is now placed, would 
lead, at a very early day, to a complete acknowledgment of the 
wisdom and the justice of that great principle for which we have 
ever contended, and for which we will ever continue, as long as it 
is needful, to contend—the right which a free people have to sa- 
tisfy the first necessities of nature, in the best way which “God 
“and nature have placed within their reach;” yet we should feel 
but little disposed to triumph in our own success, or to taunt 
those who have opposed us, with a failure of their principles. 
The occasion is too serious, and the moment is too important, to 
waste a thought on any thing but the progress and success of 
the principle itself. All who have more at heart the attainment 
of a great national good than the mere success of a party, will 
not so much consider the instruments by which thei desires are 
to be obtained, than the substantial blessing itself. Sir Robert 
Peel is embarrassed enough by the bigotted obstinacy of some, of 
whose support he is not independent, in proposing even a tempo- 
rary alleviation to our present danger, to make it desirable that 
he should be further harrassed by the taunts of those whose prin- 
ciples he may find it necessary to adopt. Moreover, when we 
look to the commercial policy of Sir Robert Peel’s Government, it 
cannot be denied that it has been done more towards the esta- 
blishment of sound principles and laws than any government 
which preceded it. We are not now discussing the way in which 
those reforms have been accomplished ; nor are we unwilling to 
allow that, but for the generous and high-minded support of an 
opposition that owed that Minister but little, the measures in 
question could not have been carried. But we contend, and we 
believe few will differ from us, that the peculiar construction of 
parties which has existed during the last four years, was perhaps 
the only combination under which the success of the measures 
proposed by Sir Robert Peel would have been possible. And, 
moreover, we believe it is also the only combination by which a 
final and satisfactory adjustment of the corn law question can be 


effected, at least, within such a time as we would now hope to 
see it.

But what will Sir Robert Peel now do, first for the temporary 
relief of the country—and next, for the permanent settlement of 
the corn law question, and the prevention of such a calamity in 
future ? 

The reports from all parts of Ireland, as well as this country, 
become worse every day; and feeding the masses of the eee 
is no longer so much a question of cost, as it is of possibility. In 
Ireland particularly, where the habitual and almost sole food of 
the people has proved nearly a total failure, the matter is most 
urgent. The Standard admits “that it now seems pretty plain 
“that a suspension of the corn laws ought to be resorted to.” 
Whether this will be done by an order in council, or by summon- 
ing Parliament early in Nov., as has already been reported, we 
cannot say, but we are disposed to think that both means will be 
resorted to. Ifthe ministers took the responsibility of opening 
the ports, they would also be desirous, at as early a period as pos- 
sible, to obtain the sanction of Parliament for their act. The de- 
lay of waiting for the assembling of Parliament, at even the earliest 
day, and then, the lengthened discussion which would ensue with 
regard to the policy, if ministers were to wait for an act of Par- 
liament, would defeat, in a great measure, the object in view. 
The chiefarticle which could be imported for the relief of Ireland, 
besides Indian corn from the United States, would be oats from 
Archangel and the other northern ports. But if much delay oc- 
cur, those ports will be closed by the frost until the spring 1s far 
advanced, The habits of Ireland and Scotland, point to oatmeal 
as the best substitute for potatoes; and fortunately this is the 
crop which, more than any other, has this year every where been 
abundant. If alarge supply of oats and Indian corn can be secured, 
and the labouring population of Ireland furnished with employ- 
ment by the progress of the railways now making, and those 
contemplated, to enable them to purchase those articles, then the 
pestilence, which at present hangs over that unhappy country, 
may be in some measure averted. An objection has been raised 
to opening the ports, or to assembling Parliament at an unusual 
time, in consequence of the supposed alarm which such steps 
might create. ‘Bat assuredly the alarm must be much greater 
which would attend the daily repetition of facts giving evidence of 
famine and starvation, than by the best means being used to al- 
leviate the condition of thecountry. Instead of creating alarm, 
those acts on the part of the government ought rather to allay 
those apprehensions which, at this moment, have more effect on 
men's minds than they are willing to acknowledge. 


But whatever may be the plans adopted by the Government for 
temporary relief, it is impossible that Sir Robert Peel can meet 
Parliament in the next session without some distinct proposition 
for a final settlement of the corn law question. This is the grave 
point on which the attention of the country should be fixed. 
What is Sir Robert Peel's idea of a permanent settlement of this 
question, may be best inferred from his policy with regard to the 
raw materials and the other essential elements of the industry of 
the people. But if Sir Robert Peel has experienced so much diffi- 
culty to reconcile his colleagues to a temporary suspension of 
the corn laws, how much more must he find to any proposition for 
such a settlement as alone he could think permanent. Another 
modification of the sliding scale would be too absurd a proposal 
for any minister to make. For a fixed duty, there will be less 
pretence than ever. All agree that, as a source of revenue, no- 
thing could be so objectionable as a duty from corn. Experience 
proves that a free import and a low price wou!d be more profit- 
able to the exchequer than any duty which could be imposed. 
The dilemma in which the country is placed at this moment would 
have rendered it even more impossible to maintain a fixed duty, 
than it is to wait till the scale vanishes away. Sir Robert Peel is 
himself distinctly pledged against the adoption of a fixed duty; 
nor do we believe, in the altered state of the couutry, and after 
the experience of the present year, that Lord John Russell would 
give his sanction to such a proposal. One thing is abundantly 
certain, that such a proposal would meet with no support in the 
country. However preferable a fixed duty might have been to 
the sliding scale, and however much better it would have been 
calculated to prevent the dilemma in which we are now placed, by 
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promoting a steady and uniform trade in grain, the day is gone by 
when any such compromise is possible. The public have seized 
the broad principles of this question, and every public man knows 
now that no settlement can be permanent that does not involve, 
at no distant day, the final removal of all restrictions whatever. 

But we must lay our account, in the event of a suspension of 

the corn laws, for a vigorous attempt to re-impose them. The 
Standard, admitting the necessity for their suspension, infers the 
wisdom of their being re-imposed. The repetition, day after day, 
of the old argument of the Duke of Wellington, that the tendency 
of the corn laws is to create plenty, is sufficient evidence that 
there will be a strong effort made by a party to retain the protec- 
tive principle. The Standard admits that we are bordering on 
famine, but asserts that, but for the corn laws, the oe would 
have been much more severe. The Standard says that the Irish 
live in habitual want and deficiency of food, but asserts that they 
would be much worse if food were freely permitted to be imported. 
The Standard attributes much of the misery of Ireland to the use 
of a potato diet, and draws a striking contrast between that and 
the superior influence of a bread diet; but the Standard contends 
for the wisdom of a law by which, w hile potatoes are admitted at 
a nominal duty, corn is, as a rule, prohibited ; and infers that this 
is more likely to give the Irish a bread diet than if corn were 
freely admitted. The Standard admits, too, that the continuance of 
the corn laws is a question of time. But this “question of time” 
is abundantly curious, and we are afraid, under the protective 
principle, is never likely to occur. The experience of the last ten 
years shows that we are diverging from it and not drawing to- 
wards it. “It is obvious that a time must arrive when supply 
“and demand shall be balanced, and when the price of corn must 
“ commence a rapid decline, unless, in the interim, provision be 
“ made greatly to augment the pecuniary resources of consumers,’ 
“ by the extension of comimerce.” As long as there is a scarcity 
of corn, and the price can be maintained higher by protection, the 
corn laws are to continue ; ; as soon as there is abundance, and the 
supply greater than the demand, the “time”’ is come for the re- 
peal of the corn laws. As long as the corn laws are mischievous, 
retain them ; when inoperative and useless, repeal them. Such 
is the Standard's “ question of time.’ 

But in allthis apparent absurdity there is “a method.” We 
recognise below it all, a fallacy the most dangerous that has been 
put forth in support of protection ; and the one far more generally 
believed in. Protection is advocated as a means of encouraging 
production, and of insuring plenty. Under this proposition lurk 
the doctrines of dependence on foreigners, and of land going out 
of cultivation. People cannot divest themsely es of the notion that 
protection and high prices stimulate men’s industry and efforts, 
and that not only, will more land be cultivated, but that it will be 
better cultivated under a system of protection than of free com- 
petition. But all this is contrary, not only to men’s individual 
experience, but to that of those branches of industry which have 
existed under the two different systems. The class of people to 
whom the Standard addresses itself, honestly we believe, think 
that a repeal of the corn laws would lead to the abandonment or 
deterioration of cultivation at home; we believe, and all experi- 
ence proves it, that competition w ould lead to an immeasurably 
improved cultiv ation, though probably to a more natural anda 
more beneficial distribution of crops. These honest supporters 
of protection take it for granted that free competition would 
throw labourers out of employment; while there can be no 
question that the improved systems which would follow, would 
employ more labour than at present. Such has been the result 
in every case in which the protective principle hasbeen succeeded 
by competition. The effect of free trade has, in ail cases, rather 
been to stimulate home production than increase the uantity of 
an article imported. Protection has never yet saceeed i in pro- 
ducing, either abundance, ora prosperous interest ; free competi- 
tion has in no case failed to accomplish both. 

Still these fallacies will be adhered to; and, notwithstanding 
the warning which the country has receiv ed this year, a vigorous 
effort will be made to retain the system of protection, with regard 
to agriculture, We would earnestly warn those who are deeply 
convinced of the impolicy and injustice of maintaining such laws, 
not to flatter themselves, that even the strong case ‘of the pre- 
sent deplorable condition to which a large portion of the country 
is reduced, will be decisive in their favour. We warn them to look 
forward tothe next session of Parliament, as a time when more 
vigorous efforts will be required than ever; and whoever the 
statesman or minister may be, whose duty it becomes to propose 
the only course that is any longer safe for the country, to be pre- 
pared to give him efficient support. 


CORN AND CRIME. 


Tue Morning Chronicle of Thursday hasan article which is written 
in excellent spirit, and which cannot fail to have good effect on 
this subject, often before discussed in these pages. “At several 
of the Michaelmas quarter sessions,” our contemporary says, 
“the chairmen have been congratulating the grand juries on the 
improved condition of the calendar. This has been the case more 
particularly in Sussex and Suffulk—especially in the latter county. 
The country gentlemen, though pleased with the result, are either 
uvable or unwilling to explain the cause. The Earl of Chichester, 
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in Sussex, made large allowance for the brief period that had 
elapsed since the previous session—less than six weeks—during 
which they ‘could not expect a great many offences.’ But the 
Suffolk magistrates come nearer to the point, because they have 
more reason todoso. The time is not so very remote when in- 
cendiary fires scared farmers and landlords into a feeling of inse- 
curity, the oppression of which was horrible. From this they are 
now happily relieved. Even the preliminary of incendiarism is 
disappearing. One Suffolk magistrate expresses his astonishment 
at not finding a single poacher in the gaol. He has been twenty 
years on the bench, and he never knew a similar occurrence to 
that which, in his locality, characterises the current month of 
October. And another gentleman, reasoning on the subject, says, 
‘whatever may be the cause assigned for this happy change— 
whether the alteration in the Jaw, the zealous exertions of the 
police, or the efforts of good people and the Government, in 
affording to the poor a virtuous and a Christian education—it 
must be matter of great congratulation that such a happy result 
has been obtained.” 

The cause need remain no mystery. England has now had 
sufficient experience to be able to speak authoritatively on the 
connection subsisting between corn and crime. Everin proportion 
as the one is abundant the other disappears, and vice versa. If no 
one else had proved that, surely Sir J. Graham did it unanswerably 
in his speech upon Lord J. Russell's resolutions on the state of the 
country during last session of Parliament. We had thought, in- 
deed, that it had become a fact imbedded in the universal mind of 
the country. The Sussex and Suffolk squires, however, disappoint 
us. They are not yet convinced. Well, corn is again about to 
become scarce, bread dear, and potatoes not eatable; as these 
things come round we prophesy deficient employment, reduced 
wages, increased crime, fuller jails, and fuller workhouses, as of 
old. “Provisions of all kinds,” as our contemporary remarks, 
“are rapidly rising. The working man is now paying from two- 
pence to twopence-halfpenny additional, as compared with some 
six weeks ago, on every loaf which he and his family consume, 
while potatoes are bad, scarce, and dear. Notwithstanding the 
large importations of cattle from the continent, the price of meat 
continues high. There is a rise on oats of from four to five shil- 
lings. All this abstraction of capital cannot go on without serious 
results. It will tell on commerce, on trade, and on railroads ; it 
will touch the grocer, the chandler, the tailor, and the shoemaker; 
it may check industry, crush speculation, and narrow employ- 
ment; and the Suffolk magistrates may once more have to wonder 
why it is that their county is lighted up by incendiary fires, and 
their gaols crowded with poachers and rick-burners. 

When “the sense of the country” on these things was last taken, 
“the nonsense” carried the day. Surely five years of suffering, 
and even its later prosperity (though the latteris not often thought 
a good schoolmaster), of which the source is so easily traceable, 
will have taught it to take steps for preventing the recurrence 
and continuance of such evils as we have alluded to. Only one 
thing is necessary to be done, and that is absolutely necessary. 
Let us have a modern Cato in the Senate to exchange the cry of 
Carthago est delenda into this—“ Ihe corn laws must be repealed.” 
On the early—nay, now, almost instant, accomplishment of that 
purpose, none among the wise, and few among the good, will any 
longer censure us for extravagance of language in saying that the 
salvation of the country depends. 


THE POTATO DISEASE, _ PRECAUTION IN STORING. 
NEW SEED. 


Own the 6th of Sept. we published lengthy extracts from the report | 
of the Commissioner of Patents in the Uxnirep States, made to 
Congress, in the present year, on the subject of the disease which 
prevailed throughout America in the potato plant in the autumn | 
of 1844, for the third succeeding year. The rapid and alarming 
progress which this disease has made in thjs country since the 
date referred to, induces us again to refer to the subject. In our 
former article we specially referred to the fact, that in America it 
had been found that the disease continued to spread, and after the 
root was stored ; that potatoes which had been put away in an appa- | 
rently sound state were frequently discovered to be attacked shortly | 
after with the “rot.” The same thing is now remarked in many | 
instances in this country. And we hastily recur to the subject for | 
the purpose of drawing attention to the only preventive which had | 
been discovered in America against the progress of the disease, after 
the potatoes were stored, as at the moment this is an essential 
oint. It was found that in all cases in which pulverised slacked 
ime, had been mixed with the root when put away, the dis- 
ease did not make its appearance. This is a simple thing, and 
can be applied with the greatest ease by any farmer; and is at 
least worthy of an attempt. It had also been found, that where 
a spoonful of slacked lime was put with the potatoes when planted, 
the crop was invariably sound. But the plan which appeared by 
experience to be most approved for preventing the continuation of 
the disease was to rear new seed from the potato apple or ball. We 
have, to- day, received the following letter from an intelligent cor- 
respondent in Scotland, in which these two subjects are specially 
alluded to, and which deserves the immediate and serious attention 
of all parties engaged in agriculture. The opinions expresed in this 
letter are amply corroborated by the Ameriean report to which we 
have referred. The two immediate and pressing points requiring at- 
tention, are first, to mix the potatoes which ana aden ccna ng sound, now ia 
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the progress of being harvested, with slacked lime, with the hope of 
preventing the continuance of the disease. And next to follow the 
suggestion of our t as to the best means of procuring 
new seed. It is evidently of little use relying upon importing new 
seed from America, as has been suggested, for there the same epi- 
demic has now raged for three years, and has again appeared in 
the present autumn. 


, by Queensferry, 20th October 1845.—As I amuse myself with 
farming a little land, principally trying experiments, 1 beg to make a few 
observations regarding my crop of About eight or ten days ago 
I lifted a field of three acres, very good crop, fifty bolls per acre, four cwt 
per boll, apparently quite free of disease; but upon examining the pit a 
day or two ago, to my surprise I found from one-third to one-half 
tainted in the skin, but not deep, and I think, if carefully turned over and 
dried, much of them may be saved. All the crops round this district are 
more or less affected, some in a manner totally gone. It is really distress- 
ing to see so much human food destroyed, but the worst of it is, what are 
we to do for seed next year. For many years back there can be no doubt 
but the potato has shown symptoms of degenerating, and I am of opinion we 
never wil! have a properly renovated seed until every exertion is made by 
farmers, landlords, cottagers, and every individual, in fact, who has a garden 
to propagate a little every season from the apple, The press ought, without 
delay, to stir up the whole country to this great and important object, for 
it will take about three _— to get a crop for use from the apple seed, 
therefore no time should be lost in ring the apple before frost sets 
in, as any quantity may now be had before the land is ploughed for the 
wheat. All the Agricultural Societies throughout the country ought at 
once to offer premiums for the largest quantity and best sorts raised from 
the seed ; let this be done, and in the course of three years there will be 
in a manner a new and completely renovated potato. In the mean time, 
every exertion ought to be made to get the originals from America, and 
try them with our own seedlings. For two years back I have been trying 
to raise potatoes from the apple, and this season I had planted about two 
pecks, say one-half ewt, from which I had fully four ewt of excellent pota- 
toes, grown too in the same fleld that has been so affected with the disease. 
Not the smallest taint could be observed in the seedlings, which is a pretty 
conclusive proof that the old stock is getting diseased, and that the serious 
attention of the whole nation should, without delay, be turned to a subject 
80 important to their welfare. What is to become of us next season, if 
we have such a crop, and perhaps much worse, from the want of good seed ? 
Great suffering must be the consequence ; but nothing will compel our 
legislature to take off the tax on food, until some great calamity befall the 
nation. Surely this is near at hand. My object for saying so much, in 
these hurried lines, is to call your attention, through your talented and 
much-read paper, to the necessity of setting to work, without delay, all 
hands to procure the potato apples for next season’s planting, and to incul- 
cate the necessity of persevering until a new stock is procured from the 
seed, as undoubtedly there is no trusting now to the old degenerating 
plant.

‘The windows are of stained 
glass, and display various armorial bearings of those who have attained to emi- 
nence in:the profession. In addition to the council-chamber, there is a library, 
which ie 80 fect in length, 40 in breadth, and 35 in height. The statue of Lord 
Erskine, wliich was in the old hall,, has been placed in the library.

— About half-past seven 
o'clock, on Sunday night, during the performance of divine service at the 
new “church at the back of the London Hospital, Stepney, the congrega- 
tion was thrown into a state of the utmost alarm by a sudden crash, which 
led to a supposition that the galleries were giving way. An instant rush 
was made to the doors, and such was the eagerness for escape that the railings 
of the stairs gave way, and several persons fell outward. This cireumstance 
greatly added to the excitement which had been previously created, and the 
alarm was terrible. Several severe contusions were sustained, and two persons 
had to be removed to the London Hospital—one suffering severely from the 
fright and pressure, and the other from compound fracture of the thigh bone. 
Dr Godfrey of Mount place, Whitechapel, was instantly in attendance, and re- 
cognised in the woman with the broken limb a poor creature named Potter, 76 
years of age, upon whom he had operated five years previously for growth in the 
jaw-bone, of which he had to remove a portion. The age of the patient and the 
extent of the injury rendered her position very precarious. When the alarm 
subsided it was found, on inquiry, that the crash which led to the fearful rush 
was occasioned by the falling of a heavy weight in the clock-case during one of 
the still and solemn pauses in the ceremony. 


A Nice Potnt.—The Bishop of Exeter has rgiven it as his opinion that a 
clergyman speculating in railways comes under the statute against “dealing for 
gain or profit.” As the statute only says dealing - and railway speculation in- 
volves rather shuffling than dealing —some of the rev. stags maintain that they 
do not violate the act.— Punch. 

EXTRAORDINARY PROCEEDINGS AT Curist’s HosprraL.—On Wednesday the 
Lord Mayor, the Lord Mayor Elect, and several of the Aldermen, and the Com- 
mon Council, Governors, and the City officers, proceeded in their carriages to 
Christ’s Hospital, for the purpose of holding a court of all the Royal hospitals, 
to receive a corrected list of the governors of the hospitals, to be confirmed ac- 
cording to ancient usage. In consequence of the incorrectness of the lists of 
governors, presented on St Matthew’s Day to the Lord Mayor, his lordship re- 
fused to confirm them, and sent them back to the hospitals for revision. It had 
been particularly observed, that the authority of the Lord Mayor, as the head of 
Christ’s Hospital, npon two recent occasions was altogether denied by the ma- 
jority of the governors, viz., those governors who do not derive their rights from 
a City of London corporation presentage. The subject was taken up by the cor- 
poration upon the presentation of the Lord Mayor's report of what had oecurred 
on St Matthew's Day at Christ's Hospital, and a resolution was adopted unani- 
mously, after a high eulogium upon the firm and judicious conduct of the Lord 
Mayor, that his Lordship should be requested to send round to the several hos- 
pitals for corrected lists, and to appoint a day to receive them. It was generally 
understood that those who had denied the authority of the chief magistrate as 
head of the Royal hospitals, intended to close the doors of Christ’s Hospital 
against him and the other members of the corporation, and much interest was 
excited by the expectation that a row {would take place. The consequence of 
the non-confirmativn of the lists is, that the new governors are for the time dis- 
qualified. The Lord Mayor was actually refused admission, and the matter is 
to be immediately referred to a court of law, which will in all probability lead to 
most important consequences. 

POTATO DISEASE.—We give it as our decided opinion that “ potato-disease’ 
and “ potato-murrain” are merely idle terms that bear no direct relation what- 
ever to existent things. There is no “ disease,’ no “imurrain,” properly so 
called ; the potatoes are just rutien. and that is the long and the short of it. 
The discolouration, commencing in this spot and extending to that, the soft- 
ness, the waxiness, the fetor, all these things, and many more such like, we have 
seen @ score times in potatoes that have spontaneously rotted in a damp dark 
cellar. We can confirm what the microsecopists and chemists say about appear- 
ances and reactions, aud tell them plenty of untold truths besides; but not po- 
tatocs only, any vegetable of similar composition will give like results when in a 
state of decay. These acids, alkalies, atomic defects, sporules, granules, rep- 
tured cells, dust, dirt, &c., are a consequence of the potato mischief, and not a 
cause of it. There is nothing new in the circumstance ; we have becn familiar 
with it from childhood, and so have many simple observers who are older in the 
art of taking notice than ourselves are. It is no novelty in this country, any 
more than elsewhere ; it attracts attention because of the almost universality of 
its prevalence. And has not the cause been as universal? Cold water is the 
Souutain head! Take our word for it, there is no mystery in the affair; cloudy 
skies and drenching rains have done it all !— Medicul Times.

given to Geo. Hudson, Esq., M.P., by his constituents, to celebrate his recent 
return to parliament, and the consequent triumph in that borough of Conservative 
principles. The dinner took place in the Polytechnic Hall of fhe Atheneum at 
Sunderland, which was gaily decorated with flags, bouquets of flowers, and wreaths 
of laurel. The walls were also hung with Union Jacks, and flags which bore the 
inscriptions of “ Hudson, the Champion of Independence ;” “ Sunderland has 
kept her Independence ;” “ Hudson and Prosperity to the Port of Sunderland ;” 
“ Hudson for ever;” “ Docks and Railways ;” “ Hudson and Sunderland’s Pros- 
perity ;” Hudson, the Poor Man’s Friend,” &. The chair was taken by J. J. 
Wright, Esq. of Sunderland, who proposed Mr Hudson as a candidate at the 
late election. ‘The following gentlemen officiated as vice chairmen ;-- Richard 
Spoor, Esq., James Hartley, Esq., Robert Scurfield, Esq., Henry Tanner, Esq., 
Nathan Horn, Esq., George Hudson, Esq., John Scott, Esq., Christopher Bram- 
well, Esq., W. R. Clanny, M.D., William Ord, Esq., and Richard White, Esq.

The speaking was of 
the usual sort on such occasions. 

THE ANTI-CORN-LAW BAZAAR MANCHESTER.—This bazaar opened last week, 
and on Saturday it was honoured with several visits of a remarkable character. 
In the afternoon, upwards of nine hundred workpeople of Messrs John Bright and 
Brothers, Rochdale, had a holiday given them by their employers. A special 
train conveyed them to Manchester, and the firm gave them free admission to 
the bazaar. They walked in procession, headed by a band of music, through the 
streets from the railway station to the Free Trade Hall, observing the greatest 
order and decorum, and most of them making small purchases, chiefly of useful 
articles. During the afternoon, a still larger body of the workpeople of Mr John 
Whittaker and Sons, of Hurst, about twelve hundred in number, entered the 
bazaar, and remained for some time. About a quarter-past one o'clock, Prince 
Hilal, son and heir of the Imaum of Musket, attended by two of his officers, Saad 
Abdah and Hamaid Abdah, and also by Captain Cogan and the interpreter, 
Assaad Kayat, entered the Free Trade Hall, and the prince was loudly cheered. 
He was received by Mr George Wilson, chairman of the League, and 
Mr R. R. Moor; these gentlemen subsequently conducted him round the hall. 
Mrs Cobden, Mrs George Wilson, and Mrs Thomas Woolley were introduced to 
his highness; and, at one of the stalls, Mr George Wilson presented to his accept- 
ance & very large and magnificent knife, a sort of chef-d’euvre of Sheffield 
manufacture, worth about 25/, which his highness much admired and cordially 
accepted. The prince and his two officers signed their names in a book at one 
of the stalls, the prinee writing his name in Persian characters “ Hilal Saad.” 

The orientals all wore their Eastern costume ; the prince, from some religious 
feelings, wearing a dress withvut any display of magnificence ; his turban was 
of white cotton. He is apparently about 34 or 35 years of age, his countenance 
and manners interesting, and his conversation displayed considerable intelli- 


gence. His officers followed him at a respectful distance, and they carried richly 
ornamented scymitars or swords. His highness remained about an heur in the 
bazaar, during which time the mayor and mayoress were introduced to him ; 
also Mr Cobden and Mr G. R. Porter, of the board of trade, who has been for 
some days on a visit to Manchester and neighbourhood. The receipts of Satur- 
day were, at the doors, 58/ 3s, stalls 3397 18s 10d, total 398/ 1s 10d. On Mon- 
day there was a still larger influx of visitors, 78/ 5s being received at the doors, 
and 269/ 19s 4d at the stalls, total 348/ 4s 4d, making the total receipts of the 
five days 1,934/ 18s 6d. On Tuesday the receipts at the doors were 84/ 6s, and 
at the stalls 382/ 2s; together making the receipts of the sixth and last day 
466] 88, and the total aggregate receipts of the six days 2,401/ 63 6d. We un- 
derstand that there still remain articles unsold worth 1,400/ or 1,500/, and that 
it is intended to dispose of them by raffle or otherwise, in about a fortnight. 


An Honest Bannruprt.—We are informed of a fact which, though not strictly 
public, yet deserves to be made such, both for its own nature and as characteristic 
of a highly respected fellow-townsman. It is well known that several years since 
the firm of Stansfield, Briggs, and Stansfield, of which Mr Harmer Stansfield was 
a junior partner, became unfortunate. Ever since that period this gentleman has 
contemplated the payment, if providence should prosper him, of his share“of the 
debts owing by the above firm; and just previous to his marriage, which took 
place afew weeks since, he sent round a circular to all his former creditors, accom- 
panied by 20s in the pound on his proportion of every debt. Such instances of 
mercantile honour as this should be widely known, in order that they may be both 
admired and imitated.—Leeds Mercury 

How To seLu GAME WITHOUT A LiceNnsE.—It is stated in the London and 
some of the local papers,” that the Duke of Buckingham has given to his 
tenants on the Avington estate, near this city, the right to kill game on their 
respective farms. Our contemporaries, when heralding forth his Grace’s exces- 
sive liberality, should not forget to mention that an increased rent is charged 
for the game boon. However much the tenants may gain by the permission to 
kill the game they feed, his Grace can be no loser. Suppose that his estate at 
Avington and Easton consists of 2,000 acres of land, which are let to four farmers, 
and that every farmer pays an additional rent of 20/. each for the permission 
to shoot over his farm. His Grace would thus receive 801. per annum for his 
game on these four farms, a sum much more than he could have obtained under 
the old system of keeping hired keepers and supplying licensed dealers in game 
—to say nothing of the expense of keepers and the occasional prosecution of a 
poacher. The Duke of Buckingham has made a good bargain, and sells his 
game to much greater advantage than heretofore—H/ampshire Independent. 


ProsPERITY L#¥SSENS Crime.—East KENT SEssions.—The Michaelmas 
session was held on Friday, at St Augustine’s, before J. B. Wildman, Esq., 
chairman, and other magistrates. The chairman, in charging the grand jury, 
observed, with respect to the calendar, that it contained cases of only a trivial 
nature, and about which little trouble would be found; but should any difficul- 
ties arise, the court would be most ready to afford the jury any assistance re- 
quired. He had the gratification of congratulating them on the still diminishing 
number of offences. From a paper before him, he found that the daily average 
of prisoners in confinement at St Augustine’s for the quarter ending Michael- 
mas, 1843, was 56; in 1844, 42; and the present year, 30 ; being a decrease of 
twelve per day upon the last year, and twenty-six per day upon the previous. 
The total number of prisoners committed for the year ending Michaelmas 1843, 
Was 493; 1844, 379; and 1845, 294—which showed a decrease this year of 85, 
in comparison With last. The committals for trial in October, 1843, were 31 ; 
1844, 18; and 1845, 22. This exhibited an increase on the present, compared 
with the corresponding period of last year, but then the offences were of a lighter 
nature, and many of them arising from the railway works going on in the 
country. 

AMERICAN BEEF.—We have seen the first importation for the season of 
prime American beef, advertised in this town. The price by retail is 24d. per 
lb, and the quality appears to be excellent.—Mona’s Herald. 


Serious RAILWAY AccIDENT.—As the Leeds and London mail train, on the 
Midland railway, which was due at Leeds at about five o’clock on Monday 
morning, was running between the Masborough and Cudworth stations, some 
part of the engine became out of order, owing to which the train was unable to 
travel beyond the rate of eight or nine miles an hour. In consequence of this, 
messengers were sent back to the Masborough station in order to procure another 
engine to carry the train on to Leeds. In the meantime the train proceeded at 
a slow pace, with the usual signal lights fixed behind ; and when passing between 
the Wath and Danfield stations, the assistant engine came up behind at a rapid 
pace, and ran with immense force into the train. The concussion was, of course, 
atremendous one. The last carriage, which was a second class, was forced up 
from the rails, and the buffers were driven through into the first compartment of 
a first-class carriage which preceded it. In this compartment were William 
Boteler, Esq., one of the commissioners of the Leeds Bankruptcy Court, Inspec- 
tor Child and Sergeant Stubbs, of the Leeds detective police force, two of whom 
have sustained injuriés, the issue of which it is impossible to anticipate. Mr. 
Boteler, who is a gentleman between sixty and seventy years of age, had one leg 
broken close to the knee, and the other severely bruised ; and Mr. Stubbs re- 
ceived a compound fracture of the left leg, and other material injuries. Mr. 
Child was much shocked, but not otherwise hurt. All the other passengers in 
the train were more or less bruised by the violence of the collision, but we are 
happy to say that they have escaped with a stun and some slight contusions. 
Sir John H. Lowther, Bart. M.P. for York, was one of the passengers. Mr. 
Boteler has been taken home to his residence, which is at Oultone, a few miles 
from Leeds, and Mr Stubbs was conveyed to the Leeds Infirmary. The cause 
of the accident is stated to be, that the driver of the assistant engine had an- 
ticipated that the train would be considerably further in advance than it was; 
that he was unaware of being near it until it was too late to slacken his pace 
and avoid a collision. No doubt the circumstances of the case will receive the 
earliest attention of the Midland Company. 

The following are further particulars communicated by a correspondent of the 
Morning Chronicle :—*“ From the latest inquiries, I learn that Mr. Boteler is only 
just alive, and cannot be expected to survive beyond a few hours. The learned 
gentlemen is about seventy years of age, and his conduct in his judicial capacity 
has gained for him the highest respect here. When this sad occurrence took 
place, he was returning from Kent, where he had been on a visit with his family 
for some time. He was returning home alone ; but his family have had informa- 
tion forwarded them of this melancholy disaster, and they are expected home 
this evening. Mr. Stubbs was conveyed to the Leeds Infirmary, and the fracture 
was reduced the same evening. To-day he is reported as going on very favour- 
ably. He has been one of the most efficient officers of the Leeds police force, 
and he is greatly esteemed. Another person, who has received a severe shock 
in this collision, is a Mr. Collins, who has been sent down into the North on 
railway business by Sir John Rennie. A Mr. Lee, also from London, is also a 
partial sufferer. ‘Ihis unfortunate affair has caused great excitement in this 
part of the country, and the cause of the accident is now being thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the directors, and Mr. Bell, the secretary ; and I am glad to add 
that they have taken all measures in their power to render every attention to 
the bruised and wounded. 
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LorD ASHLEY AND THE Conn Laws.—Lord Ashley has addressed a letter to 
his constituents, in consequence of “a requisition numerously and respectably 
signed,” having been circulated throughout the county, calling upon some other 
gentleman, “ whose principles and whose practice” are more in accordance with 
the views which appear to prevail among the agriculturists of Dorsetshire than 
those of their present representative. To this requisition we appear to owe his 
lordship’s address, which is distinguishable from the usual common-place of such 
compositions by his significant information, that it is not likely he shall have 
the pleasure, this year, of attending any of his constituents’ “ agricultural an- 
niversaries,” and that as for the corn laws, their fate is sealed beyond redemp- 
tion, a short reprieve being all the grace they have to expect from the merciful 
consideration of offended justice. That the philanthropic member for Dorset- 
shire should thus contemptuously cut “ agricultural anniversaries,” and declare 
himself at variance with many of his constituents, “ for the first time during the 
space of fourteen years,” is a sign of the times which should by no means be 
overlooked, and which may be instructively read in his lordship’s own charac- 
ters :—“ It appears to me that their destiny is fixed, and that the leading men 
of the great parties in the legislature are by no means disinclined to their even- 
tual abolition. The debates of last session have left no doubt on this head ; 
both the candidates for power, and the occupants of it, approximated so much 
more closely than at any former period, that most of the hearers were induced 
to believe that their difference was less a matter of principle than a question of 
time.” His lordship considers the result too certain to justify any argument 
“on the policy or impolicy of such a change.” The great point for consideration 
is, according to this authority, how “to break the force of an inevitable blow ;” 
and this he conceives may in some measure be effected by a timely compromise, 
by offering terms while there is any chance of such an offer being amicably re- 
sponded to. “ You have,” he says, “at this moment, the power to offer such 
terms; there is no certainty that you will retain it much longer,—our actual 
prosperity must come to an end; and then the wide and fearful pressure of 
commercial distress, with the hostility on the one side, and the indifference on 
the other, of the great political chiefs, will leave you in an hour of especial diffi- 
culty altogether without a refuge or resource.” Such is the deliberate convic- 
tion of a “ farmer’s friend,” who was, not long since, a stock subject for that 
fulsome adulation which is generally offered up at those “agricultural anniver- 
saries” he has at length thought proper to withdraw from.

SCOTLAND. 


THE WEATHER AND Crops.—The weather has for several weeks been ex- 
ceedingly variable, and for several days very tempestuous. On Thursday night 
it blew a hurricane, and the rain descended in torrents. Saturday was a day of 
sunshine ; but early on Sunday morning rain set in, which continued throughout 
the day, accompanied by a strong gale from the north-west. Sunday night was 
one of the stormiest of the season, the blast exceeding in violence that of Thurs- 
day night. Yesterday the water of Leith and other streams in the neighbour- 
hood were much swollen, but the weather had moderated, and the day continued 
fair throughout. In different quarters a portion of the crops are still unhoused ; 
and though in the upland and exposed districts it is often difficult to save the 
crop, the variable character of the season has made it even more than ordinarily 
difficult. Various details on the'subject of the potato crop will be found in an- 
other column ; and there seems no doubt now of the fact that the failure is more 
extensive than was anticipated when the first accounts of it were circulated.— 
Edinburgh Advertiser, Oct. 21. 

REMOVAL OF GLASGOW UNIVERSITY.—We lately copied from one of the rail- 
way journals a report, which we certainly did not think very credible, that a pro- 
posal was about to be made to the faculty of the University by some of the 
railway companies to purchase the buildings and grounds of the college, and con- 
vert them into a great railway station. Improbable as such a scheme appeared 
to be, when it was promulgated amongst other railway projects more or less 
likely, we now learn that arrangements are in progress foe carrying it into effect. 
The fact we have reason to believe to be, that the Glasgow, Airdrie, and Monk- 
lands Jnnction Railway Company, in order to become possessed of the property 
belonging to the college, have offered to erect and complete suitable buildings, at 
an expense variously estimated at 70,000/ to 100,000/. The company has, for 
this purpose, we believe, actually purchased Woodlands, consisting of 22 acres 
of land, delightfully situated on the crown of the height on which Woodside and 
Claremont terraces are built, and extending thence down to the beautiful banks 
of the Kelvin. This property has cost nearly 29,000/, andis subject to a feu 
duty of 190/ per annum. An architect has been instructed to prepare a plan for 
the proposed college, to be submitted to the university authorities for their ap- 
probation. Doubtless an offer so advantageous in every point of view will be ac- 
cepted. The university is at present situated in one of worst districts of the city, 
and the one to which it is proposed to be removed is certainly most choice both 
for situation and salubrity.—Scotlish Guardian. 

INVESTIGATION OF THE PoTATOE DisEAsE.—We are glad to learn that a 
special subscription is at present being raised among the agriculturists of Scot- 
land, for the purpose of defraying the expense of an investigation of the potatoe 
disease or murrain, which is at present spreading so alarmingly throughout the 
three kingdoms. The proposed inquiry is ¥o be chemical, botanical, entomological, 
and practical,—the latter embracing inquiries as to the extent, appearance, and 
general characters of the disease in the different districts,—the nature and con- 
dition of the soils in which it has appeared, the mode of treating and manuring 
the crops, &c. It is proposed to entrust this investigation to Sir William Jar- 
dine, Bart., of Applegarth, for the entomological branch; Dr Greville of Edin- 
burgh, for the botanical; and to Professor Johnston,and Mr Fleming of Barochan 
for the chemical and practical part of the inquiry,—with such other assistance 
as they may think proper to obtain. The sum required for this investigation 
is, we understand, five hundred pounds,—a sum which, considering the vast im- 
portance, of the subject, there will, we should hope, be little difficulty in collect- 
ing. The results will be published as they are obtained, and in a cheap form, 
so as to be accessible to all. The Highland Society has also offered a premium 
for‘analyses of diseased potatoes,—the results to be sent in to them at the close of 
1846.—Ledinburgh Witness.

IRELAND. 


At the REPEAL ASSOCIATION held as usual on Monday, Mr O’Connell harped 
on the infidel colleges with some other exceedingly thread-bare subjects, and got 
rent for the week 377/ 10s 4d. 

Mr O'CONNELL has been also holding agitation meetings recently at Castlebar 
aad Sligo, numerously attended as of old. 

RomMAN CATHOLIC HreERARCHY.— The Roman Catholic prelates are once 
more to meet in synod, for the purpose of taking into reconsideration the well- 
thrashed subject of the godless Colleges bill, and, if possible, to agree to a unani- 
mous decision upon the demerits or otherwise of this ill-fated scheme of legisla- 
tive wisdom. The Freeman is almost sanguine of the success Of the malcon- 
tent bishops, and certainly the great majority—19 to 5 against the measure, forms 
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strong grounds'for the hopes of the M’Haleites. Stil] the Primate (Dr Crolly) is a 
man of most inflexible nerve, and it will astonish no one if he should prove that 
he is “ too far north” for the dissentients. The convocation will take place, it 
is said, on Tuesday, the 11th of November.— 7imes. 

LANDLORDS AND LEASES.—At a great agricultural dinner in Kerry, the chair- 
man (Mr Herbert, of Muckross) thus enunciates his tenents as a landlord :-—* I 
do think,” said Mr Herbert, “ the tenant shonld show his landlord that he has the 
disposition to improve his land ; and, having done so, he ought to get the security 
of a lease. Ifa large farmer, he ought to have the benefit of his capital ; if a small 
one, the benefit of that capital which God has given him—the labour of his hands 
and the sweat of his brow.” The delivery of this passage was received with 
vehement cheering. 

PoTaTo DisEASE.—At a special meeting of the council of the Royal Agricul- 
tural Society, held on Saturday last in Dublin, Professor Kane, chairman of a 
sub-committee appointed to inquire into the state of the potato crop, reported 
that the committee had sat for the last two days, and carefully examined all the 
information as yet received upon the subject. They were not prepared to state 
anything definitively upon so difficult and momentous a question; but they had 
instituted the following series of experiments, for the purpose of obtaining the 
most accurate information on the matter, viz.:—1. That the diseased potatoes 
should be well sprinkled with salt, in layers, for the purpose of preserving them. 
2. Ditto, with lime in a powdered state. 3. Ditto, with chloride of lime. 4. 
That they should be dried by artificial heat. 5. That they should be subjected 
to a scalding process, by dipping them in boiling water, &c. 6. That an effort 
should be made to save the meal, by cutting away the tainted parts, and drying 
and crushing the sound portion of the potato into meal. 7. To cover up a por- 
tion closely with loose clay or sand, &c., so as to exclude air and moisture. 8. 
Ditto, with loose straw in a dry place, to produce a similar effect. The sub-com- 
mittee had undertaken to institute the above series of experiments at the Dublin 
Society, under the immediate directions of Professor Kane and Mr Hutton, and 
other gentlemen had undertaken to supply them with a sufficient quantity of 
the diseased potatoes for the purpose of the investigation, to which place they 
are to be sent. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


INDIA AND CHINA. 

Tus Overtanp Mait.—The extraordinary express, in anticipation 
of the Bombay mail of the 15th of September, has arrived. It is the 
first of the regular mid-monthly mails, which are in future to be des- 
patched on the 15th (or 14th if the 15th be Sunday) of each month, 
and to be conveyed by a steamer to Aden, whence they are to ac- 
company the Calcutta mails by the Peninsular and Oriental Com- 
pany’s steamers to Suez, &c. This mail brings interesting intelligence 
from Lahore, where the government of the Queen-Mother and her 
brother, the Wuzeer, is in a precarious state. Pezhora Singh con- 
tinues master at Attock. on the Indus, and has beaten some troops 
sent against him. The Sikh soldiers are dissatisfied, and anxious 
to move towards the banks of the Sutlej, as if to come to a conflict 
with the British. The Governor-General, Sir Henry Hardinge, was 
to quit Calcutta on the 23rd of September. He embarks at Barrack- 
pore, and will receive the last salute which Serampore can give as a 
Danish settlement, for it is about to be ceded immediately to the 
British authorities. ‘The results of his presence in the north-west 

rovinces cannot be foretold; some anticipate a settlement of the 

hore question, after the fashion the Nizam's country, or of Oude; 
but it is not possible to make such arrangements, for the Sikh sol- 
diers, an unruly race, will not yield unless defeated in battle. 

From Scinde little is known ; tranquillity pervades its districts. 
The news from Affghanistan is conflicting—some representing Dhost 
Mahommed as embarrassed in his finances, and unwilling to make 
war; while others contend that the notorious Ackbar Khan, his son, 
and Wuzeer, were preparing to move towards the Indus, and to seize 
Peshawar. In the interior of India tranquility prevails. Railways 
were proposed at each of the Presidencies, aa with the greatest 
hopes of success. The utility of the one from Bombay to Bengal will 
become manifest from the fact that the mid-monthly mails of the 24th 
of July were conveyed in a steamer from Aden to Bombay, and thence 
Sent express to Calcutta, where they arrived thirty-six hours before 
those sent by the steamer direct from Aden. 

Amongst the miscellaneous items of intelligence we my mention 
the cstabtiahenent of anew bank at Bombay, which is called “The 
Commercial Bank,” and the incorporation by an act of the Legislative 
of the Assam Company for the cultivation of tea, 

The arrival of the Hindostan steamer on the 3rd, with Mr Simms, 
Mr Stephenson, and the railway surveyors who accompany him, has 
given new life to the railway proceedings. Nothing can exceed the 
earnest anxiety of the Governor-General upon the subject. All is 
bustle and activity. A commission, consisting of Colonel W. N. For- 
bes, Colonel Cheape, Captain Greene, and Captain Goodwyn, with 
two civilians, aad two mercantile men, has been already decided upon, 
and will, in all probability, appear in Government orders in the next 
Gazette. It is presumed that Mr Simms will be joined with this 
commission, and that Mr Stephenson will attend its proceedings as 
the managing director of the railway company, whose objects of in- 
quiry and investigation are in many points similar, and in all an equal 
interest to all parties. Commissions in India are some degrees better 
than they are in England, but whatever delays may attend the usual 
proceedings of such bodies, we have nothing to apprehend of that 
nature on the present occasion. 

The news from China comes down to the 10th of July, and does not 
contain any remarkable fact. ‘Trade w-. dull at Canton and in the | 
other four ports. The ship C. C., of London, was burned in the Chinese | 
seas on the 2ist. Crew saved by the Judith of Liverpool. 

The cholera, after having ravaged many places, was decreasing. 
The rains in some places overflowing, in others, particularly at Bom- 
bay, rather scant; the quantity fallen in the last-named place was | 
little more than fifty-three inches.

West Inpia Matt.—The Jeviot, Allan, master, arrived in the Southampton 
docks on Saturday morning, bringing the usual mails, which would leave by the 
11 o'clock train, and 47 passengers; she also brings 500 dollars, 71 ounces of 
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gold dust, and coffee, ginger, and sarsaparilia, on freight. She sailed from St 
Jago de Cuba on the 18th of Sept., Kingston 23rd, Hayti 25th, Porto Rico 27th, 
St Thomas 30th, Fayal, October 13. Our Jamaica dates are to the 23rd of 
Sept. The island continued healthy, although the heat was still very oppressive. 
The drought complained of in previous advices still existed in several of the 
lowland parishes, and threatened serious injury to the crop of next year, unless 
the usual October rains set in at an early period. A /racus, alluded to in the 

received by the last packet as having occurred between the coolies on 
Danks’s estate in Clarendon and some native labourers, proved on investigation 
to be but a trifling affair after all. One of the negroes belonging to the estate 
contrived, either through carelessness or wantonness, to ride over a coolie who 
was walking with some of his countrymen on the road, and to bruise his foot. 
The coolie and his friends resented it, and an attempt was made to capture the 
offending black. His friends made common cause with him, and a fight ensued, 
in which one of the coolies received a cutlass wound of a slight nature on the 
head. The justices who investigated the matter deemed it their duty to send the 
negroes for trial before the Supreme Court, in order to show the coolies that all 
due protection would be extended to them by the authorities, and at the same 
time to caution the natives that any ill-treatment of the coolies through jealousy 
or rivalry would be severely punished, All the papers combine in deseribing 
these people as a most amiable and tractable race, and as giving the highest 
possible satisfaction. The question of immigration occupies a large share of the 
island press, 

BARBADOES.— We congratulate our country friends on the fine weather with 
which we have been favoured. The rain was generally wanted, and is there- 
fore peculiarly acceptable. We are most happy to hear that the provision crop 
is promising, and that, in all probability, yams and potatoes will soon be abun- 
dant.— West Indian, Sept. 8. 

Buenos AYRES.—A late paper from Buenos Ayres, the date of which is the 
16th of August, states that General Echague had driven Mascarilla from Santa 
Fe into the deserts of Chaco, where it was supposed he would be captured. 
Nothing new appears in this journal relative to Monte Videan affairs. The rate 
of exchange upon England was 34d. per paper dollar. The aumber of vessels in 
port was seventy-five, of which fourteen carried the British flag. 

LATEST FROM VALPARAISO.—ALARMING RumouR.—By the Jndus, which 
arrived at Liverpool on Saturday last, advices have been received from Valpa- 
raiso to the 28th June. A letter, dated 21st July, addressed to a mercantile 
house in Manchester, contains the following rather startling announcement :— 

“ We have a report here that H.M. steamer Salamander has been sunk by a 
French frigate, the Uranie, at Tahiti; but we have not been able to trace the 
report.” 

We need hardly say, that, if this ramour should prove correct, the occurrenc 
which it describes would indeed be “an untoward event,” and might lead to 
very serious consequences ; but, in the absence of any information as to the 
source of the report, or the channel by which it had reached Valparaiso, we 
cannot consider it entitled to credit ; particularly as a letter of the 28th gives 
no further information respecting it. 


Rrver PLATE.--We have received advices from Buenos Ayres so late as the 
2ist of August. On the 18th, 200 English marines landed at Monte Video, and 
several English and French vessels had gone up the Uraguay. It is considered 
that the war will be for some time prolonged. At Buenos Ayres the Sala had 
been sitting for several days for the purpose of considering the manifestos of the 
English and French Ministers ; and it was believed that the treaty with England 
would be declared void on the assumed ground of violation. Oribe had declared 
the Buceo a free port for the purpose of procuring supplies. 

New ZeALAND.—On Monday afternoon the 7ryphane arrived at Liverpool 
from New Zealand, bringing advices from that colony to the 17th of May last 
The news contained in the letters and papers by this arrival is somewhat impor- 
tant, as exhibiting the present aspect of affairs in New Zealand. The last advices 
were to the 3rd May, and stated, generally, the fact of an outbreak of the natives 
and the capture of Pomare by her Majesty's forces. The more recent accounts 
give details of the further operations, directed principally against a stronghold 
in the possession of the rebel chief, John Heki, which, however, do not seem to 
have been successful although serious loss of life is said to be the resnlt to Heki’s 
followers, amounting, by one account, to 200 men killed. On the side of the 
colonists the loss is stated at eleven killed and thirty-seven wounded. The posi- 
tion of the natives was a very strong one, and very obstinately defended. The 
British force, consisting of troops of the 58th and 96th Regiments, with seamen 
and marines from the Sluis Custle, Velocity, and Aurora, ultimately retired in 
good order from the scene of contest. It is doubtful, from the accounts, whether 
the affair will not rather encourage than depress the rebellious followers of Heki, 
who is still at large. Several of the reports are very contradictory. One of 
them states that, during the absence of the troops, the boats of the Hazard and 
North Star burnt five villages, and destroyed ten cocoa canoes belonging to 
John Heki, and sent off four European beats which had been stolen, and, with 
the canoes, were hauled up amongst the bushes. After the action the whole of 
the parties engaged, with the wounded were embarked, and returned to Auck- 
land. 

HoLLanp.—The ordinary session of the States General of this kingdom was 
opened at the Hague on Monday afternoon, by the king in person. 

SPain.—Our accounts from Madrid are to the 15th. The Tiempo states 
that the Government are about to consider a project for a new tariff submitted 
by the heads of the Custom-house, which, if adopted, will have for its object the 
reduction of duty on several articles now actually or virtually excluded. Mea- 
sures favourable to the merchant marine are also in contemplation. The Di- 
rectors of the Customs Department are engaged in inquiries into the characters 
of persons employed, with the view'of dismissing all who are not of good con- 
duct. The tax-collectors commenced operations on the 14th, and did not meet 
with any serious obstruction. 








MoveEMESTs oF THE EMPEROR oF Russta.—The Emperor of Russia takes 
pleasure in mystifying the world by the suddenness and rapidity of his move- 
ments. On the 23d Sept. his Majestv appeared at Sebastopol, where he rapidly 
inspected the fleet. On the 11th Oct., we find him at Cracow, en route, as was 
supposed, for Italy. On the 25th, he startles the inhabitants of Inspruck (Tyrol), 
having been, on the 13th, at Leipzic, and-on the 14th at Prague. It is expected 
that, having visited the Lake of Como, his Majesty will visit Vienna. 

Ronok, THE GERM iN ReFormER.—The Frankfort Journal of the 11th states 
that when the Abbe Ronge left Worms, he was accompanied by nearly two 





| hundred persons ; that when upon the point of embarking at Gernsheim, he was 


insulted by a crowd composed of both sexes, and that the women showed more 
animosity than the men. M. Ronge, however, escaped in his carriage. The 
merchants of Worms, who had accompanied him, took shelter in a yard, intend- 


ing to wait for the evening boat to return to Darmstadt ; but they were pelted 


with stones, and obliget to fly for ‘their ‘lives. One “person had his head cut 
open. Upon embarking in the evening they again attacked. An old man 
was knocked down by stone and severely injured. One of the party reta-

liated, and struck one of the aggressors, which was the signal for a general 
attack. police agent, rushed upon them, and 





severely beat the person who had struck the blow. The journal from which we 
quote adds, that “but for the timely interference of the gendarmes, the affair 
might have terminated fatally.” 

Information from Genoa of the 3d of October announces that very large 
consignments of Piedmontese wheat, and other provisions, are preparing in the 
ports, destined for the Netherlands. 

WALKING ON THE WATER.—From Hanover we hear of a practical discovery 
of a kind so curious as to require some further explanation before we can quite 
understand it; and we are rather suspicious, inasmuch as we have, or fancy we 
have, some recollection of a somewhat similar story making the round of the 
continental papers several years ago. It is given, however, in this instance, with 
an imposing detail and the guarantee of names—if there be no borrowing of 
these for the occasion. The report is, that two young men, one a Swede and 
the other a Norman—taking the hint from that sort of foot-gear of fir-planks 
called sktes, by means of which, in those northern countries, the inhabitants pass 
through valleys and ravines filled with snow, without sinking—have been ex- 
hibiting in that capital the exploit of walking on the water by means of skies 
—made, however, for the latter purpose, with iron plates hollow within. Back- 
wards and forwards, much at their ease, according to the report, did the ex- 
hibitors walk and run—going through the military exercise with knapsacks at 
their backs, and finally drawing a boat containing eight persons, all without 
wetting their shoes. The Minister of War has, it is said, put a portion of the 
garrison of Hanover under the training of these gentlemen, for the purpose of 
learning what might prove so useful a military mancuvre; and as MM. Kjell- 
berg and Balcken propose carrying their invention into other countries, our 
readers will probably suspend their opinion till they have a nearer view of this 
novel meeting of sky and water.— Mechanics’ Magazine. 

PROGRESS OF INVENTION.—Hosiery is now made in the United States with 
astonishing rapidity, by the aid of the power weaving loom, an American inven- 
tion, which has not yet been introduced mto England. While in the latter 
country it is a full day’s work to knit by hand two pairs of drawers, a girl in 
America, at 24 dollars per week, will make, by the power loom, twenty pairs in 
the same time. A piece, twenty-eight inches in width and one inch long, can 
be knit in one minute, thus reducing the expense of manufacturing this article 
to one-tenth of the former method by the hand-loom. Horse shoes furnish a 
similar proof of the bearing of the progress of invention. An improved kind of 
horse shoe, made at Troy, New York, for some time ‘past, is now sold at the 
price of only five cents per pound, ready prepared, to be used in shoeing the 
animal. At a factory, recently erected, fifty tons of these are now turned out 
per day. The progress made in the United States in the manufacture of pins, 
within a few years, is truly astonishing. A manufactory near Derby, Connecti- 
cut, has a contrivance for sticking pins in paper whieh is quite marvéllous. It 
takes, in England, sixty females to stick in one day, by sunlight, ninety packs, 
consisting of 203,460 pins. The same operation is performed in America, in the 
same time, by one woman, Her sole occupation is to pour them, a gallon at a 
time, into a hopper, from whence they come out all neatly arranged in papers. 
The mechanism by which the labour of fifty-nine persons is daily saved, yet re- 
mains a mystery to all but the inventor ; and no person but the single woman 
who attends to it, upon any pretext whatever, is allowed to enter the room 
where it operates.—A merican Mechanics’ Magazine.

Worthy or Imrratron.—In the year ending 25th March 1844, 8,676 letters 
and 16,219 newspapers were sent through the General Post-office, Adelaide, to 
Great Britain, and only three letters are unacknowledged. This speaks well for 
the punctuality and care of our postmaster-general. 

THE DISEASE oF THE PoTAToES.—During the sitting of the Academy of 
Sciences on the 13th of October, M. Guerin Meneville read an interesting paper 
on the subject of the parasites found in diseased potatoes, and of which the fol- 
lowing is an extract :—“ The small insec s found by M. Reyer in diseased pota- 
toes belong to four great zoological divisions (acarians, myriapodes, insects, and 
helmines). They form a part of ‘hose innumerable beings destined to co-operate 
with other forces of nature, in the incessant transformation of matter. Thus, 
we think, with other observers, that the presence of these insects is only the con- 
sequence, and not the cause of the change in potatoes. They have developed them- 
selves in these tubercles, because the latter become diseased, as well as the whole 
plant, by the cold of the spring as well as the constant humidity of the summer, 
and offered them a soil congenial to their habits, filled with cryptogames, on 
which they feed, and present a beginning of fermentation.” Charged by the 
Royal Society of Agriculture to study in a zoological point of view the classifica- 
tion of the parasites found in the diseased potato, M. Guerin has proved that 
two amongst them belonged to the acarides, and which formed in the tubercle 
two new species, that he has called, the one glyciphagus, the other tyrogliphus 
fecule ; he has discovered a myriapode of the genus iulus guttulatus, which is 
always to be met with in all decayed vegetable matter. The insects which have 
been observed at present in diseased potatoes belong either to the coleopteres 
or to the dipteres; several have been only seen in a state of larve. One of 
these larve is that or the taupin, ‘which perforates both healthy and diseased 
potatoes, and does great injury to the crops. A small diptere has been found in 
a perfect state ; it belongs to the last groups of the muscides, and forms a new 
species, which the discoverer has named, after M. Payen, limosina Payenii. 
Lastly, the helminthes, met with in the potato, belong to a new species of 
rhabditis, a genus which is found in corn, paste, and vinegar.

Important To West Inpta Mencuants.—A seizure recently took 
place in this Island [Antigua], which destroys the old guarantee un- 
der which merchants are secured who invest their means in the pur- 
chase of vessels, and renders hazardous, shipping operations hitherto 
considered perfectly sate. It appears that the Schooner Exchange, 
owned by Messrs W. H. Thompson and Tyrrell Shervington, two 
respectable merchants, under a register granted to them by the Col- 
lector of Castoms on production ofa bill of sale and previous certificate 
in the month of August last, has been, by orders from the Board of 
Customs, confiscated, under the allegation that the certificate of Regis- 
try which accompanied the Exchange on her arrival here in August 
1844, was a forged one, and that the Collector in granting a new Regis- 
ter, had been imposed upon. Thus have pie who came into pos- 
session of a property in compliance with the strictest ‘requirements of 
law become subject to heavy pecuniary loss. The vessel was sold at 
public auction, a Lill of sale granted, and the readmeasurement agree- 
ing in every respect with the certificate of Registry, reither the pur- 
chasers, Collector, nor any one else had the least reason for suspecting 
any fraud. Another hardship in this case is,that a cargo of fish, of the va. 
lue of 900 dollars, legally imported by this vessel, has also fallen a sacri- 
fice. Weunderstand that the members of the Commercial Hall have ta 
ken up the matter, and that they have forwarded a memorial to the 
Commissioners of Customs, setting forth the hardship of the case as it 
bears on two highly respectable members of their body, and praying 
for restitution.— Antigua Observer. 

Tue Tea Prayt in Cevton.—Our Ceylon friends are rejoicing 
in the cultivation of the tea plant, which has been imported by the 
house of Messrs Worms into that island, and is said to be in a thriving 
condition, many young plants having been raised from the seeds of 
those originally introduced; and they anticipate that, ere long, tea 
may become another important branch of their colonial trade. We 
wish them all the success they hope for; but, as they do not seem to . 
have tested the quality of the leaf, we would advise them not to be 
too sanguine in their expectations. Ceylon lies too far within the 
tropics to offer a climate like Assam, which lies without them ; the 
plants may thrive to appearance, but that is not a demonstration of 
their quality ; we have seen them upwards of six feet in height at 
Penang, and in as healthy a state as could be desired, but the leaf had 
no flavour; and although thousands of Chinese liusbandmen and gard- 
eners cultivate spices and other tropical productions on the island, yet 
not one thinks it worth while to extend the cultivation of the tea plant ; 
those we saw were in the company’s garden, then rented to Chinese, 
but they laughed at the idea of converting the leaf into a beverage. 
The Ceylon planters should put the leaf to the proof before specula- 
ting on a large scale.—Madras Crescent. 


ImrroveMENT IN THE CuctTIVATION oF SuGaR.—We extract the 
following from a “ Report of the Tobago Agricultural Society,” in- 
serted in our last file of West Indian papers :—“ The competition of 
sugar took place before the society in this room, on the 19th April, 
and although, as has been already observed, the board did not contain 
so many samples as might have been expected, yet all of them, with 
two exceptions, were of a most superior quality, and it has come to 
our knowledge that the sugars from the estates, to whose sugars the 

rizes were upon that occasion awarded, have this year fetched the 
flighest prices going in the home market for B. P. sugars. It is at 
the same time a fact, that the sugars of the estates furnishing the sam- 

les, which seemed so very inferior, and whose sugars are said to ex- 
hibit bad appearance here, but not equal to the prices realised by the 
sugars of those estates to whose samples the society’s prizes have 
been awarded. But this is the exceptionand not the rule ; and there 
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can be no doubt of the sugars of this Island having been greatly im- 
proved of late years, and that this important result has been mainly 
effected through the influence of the Agricultural Society. The 
Jamaica Despatch says:—“ We must congratulate the sugar grower 
on the improving state of that article in the market—and we trust 
that this improvement will incite the managers of estates to re- 
newed attention in the manufacture of this staple. At a recent sale, a 
lot sold for refining, fetched 5s more per cwt than it would a few 
weeks ago—and as this small sum makes a difference of nearly 5/ a 
hogshead, it shows what care should be taken to make the quality of 
the article worth that improvement in the market.” 

Tue Repeatep Duttes.—The Inspector-General of Imports and 
Exports of the United Kingdom having, with reference to a minute 
issued by the Board of Customs some time back, relative to the ac- 
count to be taken on the importation of goods upon which the duties 
have been repealed by the new tariff, 8 and 9 Vic., cap.{90, of the

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 


Oxty a limited quantity of wheat was on sale in Mark lane last Mon- 
day ; for although the arrivals had been pretty good from the coun- 
ties of Lincolnshire and Cambridgeshire, yet these going direct to 
the millers, for the greatest part, the market had to be supplied by 
land carriage samples from Essex, Kent, and Suffolk ; and from the 
occupation of the farmers in these early districts, with autumnal 
tillage, they were unable to send a large quantity forward. Such as 
did appear of this year’s growth, was in poor condition, and the qua- 
lity generally not good. This, combined with the continuance of 
dry weather in the Metropolis, caused less activity in the demand for 
new, which, however, brought former prices; whilst free foreign and 
all old parcels were taken pretty readily at an improvement of Is to 
2s per qr, with much firmness for that in bond, at an advance of fully 
2s per qr on all descriptions. The importations of foreign were pretty 
good, amounting to 19,342 qrs, whereof Dantzic supplied 11,952, 

amburgh only 440, Konigsberg 790, Petersburg 502, Leghorn 1,270, 
Lubeck 500, Marseilles 2,530, and Odessa 1,358. 

The price of town made flour was put up 4s per sack, the top quo- 
tation being now 60s per sack ; all other descriptions were Is to 2s 
per sack higher, with a steady demand. The advance was partially 
established the previous week, and, as we then anticipated, was fully 
realised at that day’s market. The importations of foreign consisted 
of 2,338 barrels from Canada, which commanded a ready sale at 2s 

barrel higher rates, a similar enhancement being obtained for 
fonded samples. Barley met an increased demand, and a further 
advance was made of Is per qr, with a moderate quantity of English 
offering. A few parcels of Scotch, and only 300 qrs foreign, brought 
coustwise, having no direct importation of the article. 

The arrivals of oats were tolerably good on the whole, having 1,585 
qrs from our own coast, 1,551 from Scotland, 16,113 from Ireland, 
and 15,680 foreign; the importation of the latter was principally 
from Archangel, that port alone supplying 12,439 qrs. Notwith- 
standing this increased quantity, the market was brisk, free samples 
commanding ls to 2s per qr more money, and bonded 2s to 3s. 

‘This important advance in the value of oats was attributed to the 

ing accounts received from both Ireland and Scotland, as to the 
unfavourable position of the potato crop. Beans were Ils per qr 
dearer, and all prime qualities were taken freely. The importation 
consisted of 1,300 qrs from Girgenti, and 1,150 from Malta. A re- 
newed demand was experienced for peas, and all approved boilers 
realised an advance of 3s per qr. There were only 115 qrs of foreign 
in from Hamburgh and Konigsberg. 
There was a good attendance of buyers at Liverpool on Tuesday, 
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many from a distance. The sale of old wheat was moderate, at the 
rates of the previous Tuesday, and the improvement obtained at the 
close of the week for new Irish was lost,—the arrivals being pretty 
good, consisting of 7,452 qrs from; Ireland, 786 coastwise, and 6,924 
foreign ; the demand for the latter had also slackened, but prices in 
the week had improved 4d to 6d per 70 lbs. The arrival of flour 
consisted of 4,484 sacks from Ireland, 17,276 barrels from Canada, 
and 9,578 barrels from the United States. The advance made on 
this article was Is per sack on English and Irish, ls per barrel on 
Canadian, and 2s to 3s per barrel on bonded. 

Grinding barley was 3d per 60 lbs dearer, and malting samples 
were much inquired after. Oats remaining scarce, advanced to 
4d per 45 lbs. Peas, as well as Indian corn, continued to be held on 
considerably higher terms, which were partially complied with. Oat- 
meal, upon a tolerable demand from country Julien, realised 2s per 
240 lbs over the prices of that day week. 


A fair quantity of wheat was brought forward by the farmers at 
Hull, which the millers took sparingly on former terms; whilst old 
foreign and bonded were held so high as to check business in both 
sorts. All spring corn was very scarce and dear. ‘The advance on 
grinding barley was Is per qr. The supply of wheat was fair at 
Leeds. The sale was languid for old and the best new, whilst 
secondary sorts of this year’s pos was very unsaleable. A good 
demand was experienced for fine barley. Oats and beans meta free 
sale at improved rates. A good supply of wheat and barley appeared 
at Lynn market, whilst of other grain little was offering ; fine wheat 
supported former terms, but secondary qualities were Is to 2¢ per 
qr lower. Barley, oats, and beans, were in fair request, with an im- 
provement in the value of each of these articles to the extent of Is to 
2s per qr. Peas were taken at former rates. 


There was a large supply of wheat at Lewes, which was taken off 
at fully former rates. Oats advanced 2s per qr; the Irish supply 
being small, on which that town is dependent. ‘There was very little 
passing in other articles for want of more offering. The arrivals of 
all English grain were small in Mark lane on Wednesday. A few 
cargoes of Irish and foreign oats appeared ; with a good importation 
of foreign wheat. There was no change in the value of free wheat, 
but bonded was fully as dear. Barley, beans, and peas, brought 
rather higher rates. Oats were in request, and a further advance of 
ls per qr was established, with much inquiry for bonded ; fine Arch- 
angel has commanded 25s 6d per qr. 


The farmers brought a good supply of wheat forward at Stockton, 
the condition of which was generally very inferior; the best parcels 
sold at fully last week’s prices, whilst inferior qualities were ne- 
glected; old sorts, on the reverse, were 2s Bed qr higher. The 
weather had there been favourable, and enabled the farmers to make 
much progress with the outstanding corn; but the great bulk in that 
district will be secured in poor order. At Boston only a moderate 
supply of wheat appeared; the condition of the new was improved; 
dry parcels sold at last week’s prices, whilst damp samples could not 
be got off without submitting to 2s per qr decline. New red ranged 
from 50s to 60s; old up to 64s per qr. White, new, 52s to 62s; old, 
to 66s per qr. 


The Scotch markets are generally very animated, particularly on 
the Western coast. At Glasgow, the weather continued very bad. 
Old wheat advanced 4s to 6s per qr; new, 23 to 4s perqr; bonded 


was 4s dearer. Flour improved 2s to 3s per sack, and ls to 2s per 
barrel for Canadian. 


There was a full supply of wheat at Edinburgh, much in poor con- 
dition ; fine samples were rather dearer; some suitable for seed 
reached 84s per qr. Barley was Is to Is 6d higher, and in request ; 
52 lbs made 35s 6d, 56 lbs 40s per qr. Oats were still scarce ; 40 lbs, 
30s; 44 lbs, 36s. Beans and peas were saleable from 45s to 52s per 
qr. ‘The accounts about potatoes are alarming the Scots. 


The weekly averages announced on Thursday were 58s 2d on 
178,368 qrs wheat, 32s on 26,883 qrs barley, 23s 5d on 32,749 qrs oats, 
34s 5d on 423 qrs rye, 44s 5d on 4,317 qrs beans, 43s on 4811 qrs peas. 
‘The aggregate average of wheat being brought up to 55s 3d, the dut 
declined Is per qr, and is now 17s; that of pags was 40s 4d, whic 
gave a reduction in the rate on this article of Is. reducing it to 2s 6d 
per qr. 

At Birmingham only a small supply of wheat was delivered, price, 
Is higher. The retail rate for flour advanced 3s 4d persack. Barley 
was 2s dearer. Oats as much higher. Egyptian beans, 2s to 3s. 
Old English, 1s to 2s. Peas advanced 2s. The complaints of the 
potatoes continue to increase thereabouts. There was a good de- 
mand for old wheat at Uxbridge, and such was 2s per qr dearer; fine 
new advanced Is per qr, whilst inferior lots were offered 2s per qr 
lower. The supply was only moderate at Bristol, and no improve- 
ment in value was established at that market, the sale of flour not 
being so free, although former prices were supported. 

Old and the best new wheat maintained prices at Newbury, but 
inferior descriptions were ls per qr lower 


The arrivals at Mark-lane on Friday were moderately fair of 
wheat and oats, but limited of all other articles. Wheat met an im- 
proved demand, and full prices were paid for English and free foreign, 
with more money asked for all in bond. Barley was again dearer ; 
beans and peas both quite firm. The oat trade was again quite ani- 
mated, and extravagant prices paid for all descriptions, as well free 
as in bond. —_ have reached 25s to 26s per qr.

FOREIGN GRAIN MARKETS, 


The number of grain-laden vessels which passed the sound for 
England from the 8th to the 14th October were 43 Wheat, 1 Outs, 
1 Peas, and 11 Linseed. The Danzig prices are unajtered. Holdersof 
Wheat are not disposed to ship or to sell at present ; the business was 
confined to the sale of about 4000 qrs during the week. ‘The stocks 
of Wheat are in few hands, and the capitalists are fully equal to the 
operation of holding. Prices vary from 55s to 56s for prime quality, 
7 to 58s per qr for extra 1842 Wheat. In the lower ports the prices 
of red Wheat are 2s to 3s per qr dearer—47s to 48s on board is paid 
for the few newarrivals. In Hamburg the high rate of money stops 
speculative business. In Holland and Belgium the same cause acts 
upon speculation, but actual want gradually raises the prices which 
are again somewhat dearer, The Italian and Marseilles markets are 
further advanced—freights are also looking up -—common red Danube 
Wheat costs 50s, with freight and insurance, and the finer qualities 
52s. We refer to our letter from Odessa, at foot, for the details of that 
market. An agent of the French government appeared asa buyer in 
the market, but had not yet made any purchases ; there are also ex- 
tensive orders on hand for the Governments of Holland and Belgium, 
— some few purchases had also been made for English account, in all 
about 3000 qrs at 29s per qr. The Danube markets had receded nomi- 
nally, but the fall of the exchange upon Engiand is full equal to the 
decline in the price of piasters. Money is very scarce in most of the 
leading places of exchange in the east end especially at Constantinople; 
at Vienna matters are improved, but we expect the Eastern exchang:s 
will fa!l considerably ifany pressure of paper on the markets should 
take place, especially large amounts upon England. About 1 million 
of chetwerts of wheat, about 720,000 qrs have already been shipped 
this year from Odessa to Turkey, Asia Minor and Italy, also some 

uantity to Belgium and Holland, but an insignificant quantity to 
England, the want of British shipping having been the principal impe- 
diment hitherto. 


Danzic, 14th October—Our wheat market remains unaltered, and al- 
though the speculative demand has abated, prices continue comparatively 
higher than on your side. Few shipments are made on consignment, which 
renders the completing of vessels extremely difficult. The transactions 
since last post do not exceed 4,000 qre, at prices varying from 53s to 56s 
per qr, f. 0. b ; for prime old 1842 quality as high as 5és has been paid. The 
weather is cold and wet at present. 

HaMBurG, 17th October. — Prices of all sorts of grain are advancing, and 
a large Lusiness would have been done, had not the searcity of money, which 
has caused the discount to advance to 7 and 8 per cent, been a material check 
to any extensive transactions. We quote wheat from 42s to 52s, barley 21s 
to 25s, oats 168 to 18s 6d, beans 32s 6d to 36s, peas 34s to 40s 6d, and tares 
$28 to 37s per qr, f. o. b. 

Ovxssa, 3d October.—We had not much business doing this week, the 
sales not exceeding 20,000 Chetw. soft l’olish wheat, at prices varying from 
25a to 80s per qr, f.o. b.; almost the whole quantity has been bought for 
Belgian account, very little for England. For fine yellow wheat, weighing 
624 lbs per bushel, there are buyers at 28% 6d to 29s per qr, f. o. b, at which 
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latter price about 9,000 Chetw. were contracted for. The stock of wheat 
is reduced to about 450,000 Chetw. (325,000 qrs) and it appears that the 
largest quantity of the autumn supplies has already come forward ; the 
wew crop in Poland is decidedly short. The quantity of wheat shi 
from this pet since January is nearly one million of Chetworts, mostly to 
Italy and Belgium. Rye and Indian com have been in great demand lately, 
and the former, which early in the season was obtainable at 12s to 14s, 
has been entirely cleared for Belgiam and Bremen, at 16s to 188 per qr, 
f. 0. b; this year’s crop has been almost a failure, and we cannot therefore 
expect arrivals of any consequence ; Indian corn, which had been neglected 
for a long time, and accumulated to several thousand Chetworts, has lately 
been extensively taken at abont 168 to 17s per qr, f.0.b. We have had a 
large arrival of ships of all flags since yesterday, and a considerable fleet 
is said to be in the Black sea—say about 200 sail—freights are, therefore 
likely to go down. 


Foreign and Colonial Produce. 


STOCKS OF SUGAR. 


In a review of the Official Returns of the Board of Trade, with re- 
gard to sugar in our number of the 1\th instant, we showed that the 
oa of Colonial sugar which had been taken for consumption 
up to the 5th Sept, was 167,070 tons, while the whole quantity im- 
ported was only 155,343 tons; and thus proving beyond any ques- 
tion that the stock of sugar must have been on that day 11,727 tons 
less than on the Sth of Jan. 

We observe a letter in the Times, signed A London Me chant, re- 
ferring to that calculation, and endeavouring to show that cur cal- 
culation, which had been copied into the Globe, was fallacious, in- 
asinuch, as the Official Imports of sugar, on which it was based did 
not in reality include all the sugar actually landed, but only such 
as had passed through all the various forms in the Custom house, 
avd the whole of the entries of which were completed. Now this 
is quite true, but we will show that it does not affect our calcula- 
tion. We have often explained that the Official {mports to any given 
day, donot include all the ships arrived and discharging, as the 
brokers’ accounts do, but only those arrivals of which the entries 
had been perfectly completed, which often takes several days. ut 
though this be the case, it will also be borne in mind, that the quantity 
of an article imported during any particular period, if it does not 
include all the arrivals at the close of the period, yet it includes goods 
similarly circumstanced at the beginning of the period. For ex- 
ample, the imports of sugar up to the 5th of Sept. by the brokers’ 
accounts, would include all the arrivals of ships reported, say from 
the 5th of Jan. to the 5th Sept.; while the Official Account of Imports 
would not include the ships reported up to the 5th of Sept. the 
entry of which had not been completed. But then it would include 
the cargoes of ships which arrived before the 5th of Jan. and which 
were then in the course of being discharged ; the entries of which 
were not completed on the 5th of Jan. So that in fact, it comes to 
the same thing. The brokers’ accounts contain all the cargoes re- 
ported between two different periods; the Official accounts refer to 
the quantities of which the entries have been completed, between 
the two periods. So that while the brokers’ accounts include some 
cargoes at the end of the period not included in the Official Accounts, 
the latter include as many cargoes at the beginning of the period 
not embraced in the former. Lt is quite obvious, therefore, that our 
calculation with respect to the excess of consumption over imports 
is not affected by this consideration.

The speculative demand which sprung up on the receipt of the 
Calcutta letters of the 18h August, representing the crop of indigo 
in a very precarious state, and the offers which were made for several 
parcels previous to the beginning of the sale, led to a general impres- 
sion that speculators would be extensive buyers throughout its pro- 
gress. Far, however, from being the case, we do not remember an 
important sale like the present, passing over with so little being 
bought for re-sale in the market, and the sanguine expectations of 
the proprietors being met with so little reciprocity on the part of the 
buyers. This apathy can only be accounted for by two causes—the 
railroad mania, which bas taken away the attention of capitalists from 
the colonial markets, and the present state of our stock of indigo in 
London, which will certainly go far towards filling up the deficiency 
of a short crop. 

The attendance of foreign and home buyers was much smailer than 
usual, and the orders for the continent, especially the nerth, were ex- 
ceediogly limited. After a fruitless attempt on the part of the pro- 
prietors of the first.500 chests to sell at an advance of Gd to 9d on the 
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prices of the last sale, several large parcels were withdrawn ; the 
sale was, therefore, only fairly tested when some marks which were 
to be sold passed the hammer; prices ruled from 2d to 4d advance, 
as compared with the July rates, for ordinary to good Bengals, and 
6d for a few choice lots. On the second, and every following day, 
considerable parcels were withdrawn, without, however, producing 
any favourable effect on the prices or the biddings. It was then evi- 
dent that without speculation, and with the very limited extent of 
orders for consumption, whenever a decided wish to sell was evinced, 
a depression in prices must be the consequence. This was partly 
counteracted by the enormous quantity withdrawn daily from the 
sale ; prices, however, in a great many instances, went down to the 
July rates, except for good and sound qualities (of which but few re- 
mained in the catalogue), which continued to command an advance 
of 3d and 4d. After much heaviness, and with considerable uneven- 
ness, the sale was brought to a close much sooner than was ex- 
pected, owing to the unusually large proportion withdrawn by the 
proprietors. . . 

The quantity of Madras and Kurpah was considerable, and, with 
but few exceptions, offered one of the worst assortment in point of 

uality we have seen for many years. The orders for the dry leaf 
Tapcsintion were small, notwithstanding the very cheap rates at 
which they were sold in the last sale. Proprietors generally requir- 
ing an advance on the July rates, have bought in largely, the propor- 
tion sold went from par to 2d advance, whilst the few lots of good 
and fine quality, from their scarcity, ranged from 3d to 6d. Kurpahs 
have been in good demand at about 3d advance, except for the very 
low kinds at and under 2s, which were chiefly bought in. 

Of the quantity put up, 7,190 were withdrawn and 3.320 bought in, 
leaving 7,500 actually sold, of which about 4,000 are supposed to be 
for export, and 3,500 for home consumption.

JAMAICA PRODUCE MARKETS. 
(From the Kingston papers of Sept. 9 to 23.) 


THERE was a sale of sugar yesterday (Sept. 8) by Messrs Elin, 
Wright, and Co., and the attendance of bidders was rather more 
numerous than usual. The news of the state of the British market 
seemed to have given some impetus to this sale, as a large proportion 
of gentlemen attended, for the purpose of ascertaining the effect the 
sachet intelligence would have on our market. The first lot turned 
up for competition was 10 hogsheads, marked WI, W at top. Of 
these 2 of middling coloury fetched 24s 9d, and the remainder, very 
dark, brought 21s 6d to 22s. The purchaser bought the whole for 
exportation. The second !ot consisted of 11 tierces of good coloury, 
which was taken in for refining purposes, at 25s. 

There were two sales of sugars yesterday (Sept. 10), the first at 
the wharf of Messrs M‘Whinney, Hendrick, and Co., was a lot of ! 
hogshead, 5 tierces, and 2 barrels of dark sugars, coarse grained, 
which fetched prices varying from 22s 3d to 24s. The lot was bought 
in for the retail trade, and by army contractors. The attendance of 
bidders for inland consumption was rather numerous, as also a toler- 
able proportion of byestanders. ‘The second sale consisted of 5 hogs- 
heads of tair sugar, the produce of Constant Spring estate, which was 
turned up on the wharf of Messrs Porteous, Carson, and Co. The 
lot was, however, withdrawn at 27s from the non-attendance of bid- 
bers for exportation, the offers being principally confined to the retail 
trade. A private offer of 28s was subsequently made, and refused 
by mo sellers. 

esterday forencon (Sept. 23) 10 tierces of Coffee of the favorite 
brand EF, S underneath, were offered for public competition by 
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Messrs Scott, Leaycraft, and Co. and realized surprising prices. 
The first lot of 4 tierces was of second quality, being rather sil- 
very, and but indifferently sized; this fetched 103s. The second 
lot was of very inferior quality, and might indeed be set down as 
good triage; it brought 96s 3d.

The small quantity of American cheese which has arrived 
in this market, has fetched from 6s to 8s per cwt above last year’s price, which 
is expected to be an inducement for the American merchants to send forward a 
considerable quantity ; should this not be the case, the present high prices of 
English cheese will act as a prohibition as to consumption among the poorer 
classes in this country.

Money is abundant, but there exists great fear as to the result of 
the next settling day, the 30th instant; and we do not anticipate 
much change in the share market till after that day. It is, how- 
ever, fortunate that it will be a very light account. For it was 

the day immediately succeeding the last settlement, that the Bank 
eed the rate of interest, and since then business has been very 
light. If any difficultty, therefore, arises in the next settlement it 
will be chiefly from the continuations from the last account. 

The exchanges to-day were again firm, with a general tendancy 
to advance.

MONEY r MARKET. 

SaTuRDAY, Oct. 18.—The depression in the consol market was partially re- 
lieved this morning by some timely purchases by a leading stockbroker made in 
the three-and-a-quarter per cents, which had fallen more in proportion than 
consols. The same party also bought exchequer-bills. In the foreign stock- 
market Ecuador bonds were done at 44, Granada at 213, Mexican at 314, Por- 
tuguese five per cents (small) 594, ditto four per cents 59, Spanish three per cents 

at 373, Dutch two-and-a-half per cents at 593, and the four per cents 93}. 

Monpay, Oct. 20.—In the consol market, towards the close of the day, 
several purchases were made, which had the effect of bringing up prices. For 
money the last quotation was 97 sellers, whereas 96§ was the lowest figure of 
the day. For the account they left off 974 sellers, whereas they were at one 
period 963, bank stock closed 2054 to 2064, exchequer bills 40s to 448 premium, 
India stock 265 to 267, three per cents reduced 964 to 4, and three-and-a-quarter 
per cents 98 to 4. In the foreign market Brazilian five per cents were done at 
85, Danish at 87, Ecuador at 44, Mexican at 31%, the deferred at 17, Portuguese 
four per cents at 58}, Spanish five per cents at 26, passives at 63, the three per 
cents at 36%, and Dutch two-and-a-half per cents at 59}. 

TUESDAY, Oct. 21.—The consol market was better this afternoon, and the 
advance in prices, though not considerable, showed that more confidence pre- 
vailed among the dealers. In the foreign market the actual transactions were 
—Brazilian at 85, Ecuador at 44, Grenada at 214, Mexican at 319 to 32, Por- 
tuguese four per cents at 584, Spanish five per cents at 253, Dutch two-and-a- 
half per cents 583, and the four per cents at 93}. 

WEDNEsDAY, Oct. 22nd—The English stocks left off very good this after- 
noon, with an increased amount of business. The quotations, however, were 
rather wider than usual. In foreign stocks, Brazilian Five-per-Cents were done 
at 824; Chilian, at 100; Ecuador, at 44; Mexican, at 32; the ceferred, at 
16%; Peravian, at 37; Spanish Five per Cents at 25}; the ‘deferred, at 15}. 

THUusRDAY, Oct. 23.—The markets for the public securities have been very flat 
again to-day. The depression was most severely felt among the share dealers, 
and such was the condition of business in the first part of the morning that sales 
of new scrip were with much difficulty effected. In this state of affairs there was 
for the while nearly a total suspension of operations. In the foreign market 
Brazilian were done at 81; Colombian at 174; Danish, at 87; Granadaat 214; 
Mexican at 314 to ¢; the Deferred at 164; Portuguese at 57; Spanish five 
per cents, at 26%; the three per cents at 374; Dutch two and a half per cents at 

553; and the four per cent certificates at 91 and 92. 

Fripay, Oct. 24.—Consols have just fallen from 974 to 97, for the account 
from 97% to 974, exchequer bills to 40s premium, the new three-and-quarter per 
cents from 984 to 984, and reduced three per cents from 96§ to 963. Bank 
stock has advanced from 2054 to 2064. India stock is at 264, and India 
bonds ‘at 55s premium.

THE CRISIS IN THE SHARE MARKET. 


In a recent number of this paper we remarked that there were 
no two subjects less necessarily connected with each other than 
stock-exchange jobbing in railway shares and railways them- 
selves. The fluctuations in the market price of “ railway scrip” 
depend upon numerous circumstances having little connexion 
with the merits of the undertakings themselves. Those who deal 
in them have no view whatever to the ultimate accomplishment 
of the work, but are only willing to give a certain price to-day in 
the hope of obtaining a higher one to-morrow ; and their calcula- 
tions are rather based upon events which are likely further to 
excite or to depress speculation than upon those which will deter- 
mine the ultimate profitableness of the railway itself. The 
market value, therefore, of such property depends, not on the 
opinion as to the ultimate success of the undertaking, but rather 


how far circumstances will tend to sustain or increase the public 
appetite for speculation. Nothing can show this more powerfully 
than the fact that we see nine or ten proposals for nearly the same 
line, all at a premium, when it is well known that only one can 
succeed, and that all the rest must, in all probability, be minus 
their expenses. 

Of these facts none are better aware than those engaged in the 
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transactions themselves ; and it is, therefore, no matter of sur- 
prise that any circumstance, however slight, that tends to disturb 
the confidence cf public opinion, or awaken observation to the 
dangerous nature of the speculation, should produce a panic among 
that class of share dealers. To the merchant and importer of 
foreign produce there is nothing which so much tends to disturb 
all his best laid calculations as the interference of mere specu- 
lators, who rush recklessly and heedlessly into the market and 
produce an undue and temporary excitement, but who, on the 
slightest re-action from the fever they themselves have produced, 
are the first to take alarm, and to act as unreasonably in their 
haste to escape as they did in first entering into the speculation. 
So it is in the formation of railways. Men are apt to think that 
legitimate enterprise is materially aided by the assistance of 
speculation, whereas the truth is, that it has to encounter no 
greater pest. A more remarkable example of this fact could not 
be furnished than the effect which has been produced in the share 
market during the last week, by the rise in the Bank rate of inte- 
rest, from two and a half to three per cent, an event which, taken 
on its own merits, should rather have tended to assure those who 
were engaged in legitimate enterprise, than to create a panic, in- 
asmuch as it was calculated to prevent the removal of capital for 
employment in other countries, where already the rate of interest 
is much higher. 

At the same time there can be little doubt that the crisis in the 
share market during the past week, has been materially increased, 
in consequence of the oe oe notions which the public appear 
to entertain of the actual effects of the undertakings already en- 
tered upon, of the engagements which they entail immediately 
npon individuals, and the effect which they are likely to produce 
upon the money market. We therefore, propose to consider, 

First, The effect of the capital embarked as deposits in new 
railway undertakings. 

Second, The effect of the large amount of money represented by 
the premiums which the present holders of scrip have paid, and of 
the fluctuations in the value of that scrip. 

Third, The effect of the deposit with the Accountant-General of the 
proportion of the deposits requized by the standing orders of Par- 
liament; and our chief object, in entering at some length into these 
subjects, is for the purpose of enabling our readers to form clear 
notions of the effect of these liabilities upon the general prospects 
of trade, as well as upon the undertakings themselves. 

First, Tue errect or tHe CaPitaL EMBARKED as Deposits 
in New Raitway Unpertaxines.—The proposed undertakings of 
the present year now represent an entire sum of about 600,000,000/; 
of which, however, a considerable proportion have not as yet been 
brought out, and it will probably be near the truth if we estimate 
the amounts of undertakings for which the scrip has actually been 
issued at 450,000,000/. As, however, it is usual for the directors 
to retain about one-third of the shares for a future issue, it is pro- 
bable that the actual shares which have been allotted, and for 
whichscrip has been issued, amount to about 300,000,00/ ; on which 
the deposits of ten per cent will represent a sum of 30,000,000/. The 
apparent ease with which this enormous sum has been provided, 
without affecting the money market, has excited great surprise 
and even strong suspicions that its provision has not been bona 
fide, but a sort of fiction between the bankers to the companies and 
the subscribers for the shares. That the latter suspicions are 
wholly groundless, must be plain to every one who has watched 
or inquired into the mode by whica the deposits on scrip 
have been paid. The plan mvariably followed has been to 
issue the scrip only on the production of the bankers receipt # 
for the deposit; so that the actual payment must have pre- 
ceeded the possession of the scrip. How the depositors be- 
came possessed of the money, is a question somewhat apart 
from this consideration ; for whether their own, or borrowed on 
their credit, or advanced to them by their bankers, there is little 
reason to suppose that such advances would be made except 
upon good ond legitimate securities. The ease with which their 
deposits have been paid, without producing any visible effect 
upon the money market, is, however, easily understood, when it 
is considered that, in the process, no absorption of ay a has 
taken place, but that it has been merely a transfer from one 
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banker to another; or, in many cases, from the accounts of indi- 
viduals to that of the company, with the same banker. The effect 
no doubt has been materially to alter the distribution of deposits 
as they before.existed. Those bankers who are not engaged in 
railways, will no doubt have experienced a great diminution of 
their deposits, while those who have been particularly so engaged 
will have experienced a corresponding increase. But if the-one 
class of bilo found it needful to dispose of securities in the 
market to meet the demand for their deposits, the other class of 
bankers were equally ready to take such securities. The only 
effect therefore was a transfer of money from one class of bankers 
to another, and of the securities, to whatever extent was required, 
in which that money was employed. And, when it is considered 
that there are always more ion one hundred and thirty millions of 
commercial bills current, the largest portion of which are held under 
discount as banking securities, independent of Exchequer Bills 
and Consol Warrants, to any amount that may be required, the 
transfer of thirty millions, and the securities represented by that 
sum, become, through the medium of bill-brokers and stock- 
brokers, an operation of the greatest simplicity. As regards the 

te amount of capital for employment in the hands of 
bankers, the amount is not lessened, and therefore the rate of in- 
terest is not affected. The difference between such an invest- 
ment and a speculation in produce is, that though, in the latter 
case, the immediate payment is apparently also a mere transfer 
from the banker of the buyer to that of the seller, yet the in- 
creased price induces a larger importation at a greater cost, and 
requires a much larger sum to be transmitted abroad for such 
produce, and this very soon affects the amount of capital at home; 
and so far as the railway mania has had the tendency to divert 
speculation from foreign produce, there can be no question that it 
has tended to maintain the existing high rates of the foreign 
exchanges. So far, therefore, as these deposits are paid up, and 
as long as they continue either in the hands of the bankers to the 
companies or in the Bank of England, and not expended, there is 
in reality nothing whatever to affect the aggregate amount of 
available capital for all the ordinary uses of commerce; and so 
far, therefore, there is nothing in the payment of these deposits 
to interfere with or derange trade. 

Second, Tuk EFFECT OF THE LARGE AMOUNT OF MONEY REPRE- 
SENTED BY THE PREMIUMS WHICH THE PRESENT HOLDERS OF THE SCRIP 
HAVE PAID, AND OF THE FLUCTUATIONS IN THE VALUE OF THAT SCRIP. 
—The premiums on scrip are altogether ideal, and are no actual 
increase of the wealth of the community. What one man re- 
ceives, another pays, and as long as the shares command the 
same amount of premium, an apparent gain has been made to the 
wealth of the country. The amount of effective capital has not, 
however, been increased, because there has been no actual pro- 
duction ; and it is quite obvious that, to whatever price shares of 
companies, not actually productive, might rise, capital could not 
be rendered more abundant by such’nominal rise, because, though 
the seller received a high price, the capital of the buyer was oc- 
cupied to that extent. So again, if the premiums sink altogether 
and disappear, the community has really lost nothing. One class of 
individuals may have become richer and another class poorer, but 
the whole effect of the rise and the fall is a mere change in the dis- 
tribution of the capital of the country—a transfer from the unlucky 
ppeseee to the lucky one. It is precisely the same in effect as 

e money which changes hands in a game of hazard. All the 
money that is gained on the Stock Exchange in a whole centur 
can add nothing to the wealth of the country, nor will that whic 
is lost reduce that wealth beyond the expenditure and loss of 
time of those occupied in such speculations. The fluctuations, 
therefore, of the value of scrip, however much they may affect in- 
dividuals, can neither add to, nor deduct from, the amount of capital 
available for commerce. But still a derangement of the share 
market, when speculation has become so universal as it has of 
late, cannot fail for a time to create some inconvenience, by injur- 
ing private credit, and raising a fair doubt of the safety of some 
securities as an investment, and thus causing a large amount of 
capital for a time to be unemployed. Still, as regards trade—as 
_ the actual amount of consumption, and the capital avail- 
able to carry it on, fluctuations in the nominal value of shares 
can make no perceptible difference. Individuals may be great 
iners, and others may be heavy losers, and the latter may not 
in all cases, be able to bear the loss, part of which may be thrown 
upon their creditors ; but on the aggregate the gains must balance 
the losses, except so far as a waste of time and additional expen- 
diture has been incurred in conducting such speculations. We 
are, however, rather disposed to believe that, as a rule, and, in the 
great majority of cases, in the event of a general rise of premiums, 
and of a subsequent fall, a large portion of the aggregate apparent 
loss falls upon those who made the gains; and we, therefore, do 
not see any very important consequences that are likely to accrue 
to the e of the country Satu from an entire dissipation of 
all premiums on these new shares, beyond a temporary want of 
confiden ce towards those particularly who are known to be deep! 
implicated. The greatest real loss to the country, from suc 
speculation, arises from the dissipating effect which it has 
upon business habits, and the neglect of real and pro- 
ductive commercial pursuits. But in a country like this, Jon 
competition is so active, a reverse in the share market will very 
soon find every man again at his post in business pursuing it as 
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ardently as before. The remorse of a reverse soon cures the 
dissipation of success. If we must have a period of speculation, 
we know of no way in which it could less prejudialidly exhaust 
itself than in the ideal rise and fall of shares. Individuals may be 
ruined, and others may make fortunes, but the general effect upon 
the trade and the available capital of the country cannot be very 
important or pérmanent. 7 

Third, Tue EFFECT OF THE TRANSFER TO THE ACCOUNTANT- 
GENERAL OF THE PROPORTION OF THE DeposiTs REQUIRED BY THE 
Stanpinc Orpers or Partiament.—The standing orders require 
that two-thirds of the capital shall be subscribed, and that ten per 
cent of such subscribed capital shall be deposited with the Ac- 
countant-General ; so that, even in cases where companies have 
issued only two-thirds of their shares, the deposits which they 
have already received will be sufficient for this purpose. But this 
deposit is only required to be made at any time ‘pape to the pre- 
sentation of the petition to parliament for the bill; and as it will 
be a physical impossibility for a considerable portion of the 
schemes to procure their surveys in time to deposit their 
plans by the 30th of November, in_ conformity with 
another standing order, such schemes will not be able to 
go to parliament in the next session, and will not, therefore, 
require to make any deposit with the Accountant-General. On 
the subject of these deposits great errors have prevailed. Some 
leading journals have supposed they had yet to be raised from 
the shareholders; whereas, in fact, they are only a portion of the 
deposits paid at the time of the issuing of the scrip, and which 
are at this moment in the hands of the various bankers to the 
different companies; and all that will be required will be a trans- 
fer from such bankers to the Bank of England, through the 
Accountant-General. But great difficulties have been suggested 
in the accomplishment of this transfer. We have already, in a 
former article, endeavoured to shew how such a transfer can be 
effected without the slightest difficulty, nor have we yet seen any 
view of the case, in the slightest degree, to alter our opinions. It 
would, indeed, be a most singular phenomenon in the banking 
world, if the means of transferring fwenty or thirty millions from a 
given number of banks to the Bank of England proved a matter 
of difficulty, when we have already seen with what ease a transfer 
of the same money has been effected from the bankers of the 
subscribers to those of the companies. The practical effect of a 
transfer to the Bank of these deposits will be similar to the trans- 
fer which has already taken place between the banks themselves, 
Ifthe banks from which thedeposits are withdrawn, require to 
sell securities, the bank into which they are paid will equally re- 
quire to purchase securities in order to employ the deposits ; and, 
in effect, it will again be another transfer of the securities at present 
held by the bankers of the company, for their present benefit, 
to the Bank of Engiand for its benefit. But numerous difficulties 
have been started as to the mode of effecting this transfer, in con- 
sequence of the money requiring, in the first instance, to be paid 
into the hands of the Accountant-General, which is said to alter 
the case materially from one of a transfer from one banker to 
another, by means of cheques and theclearing house. But there 
ought to be no difficulty whatever on this score, if the slightest care 
is used. The bankers who at present hold these deposits, have 
received them very recently ; and, considering the numerous banks 
in England, Scotland, and Ireland, among which they are distri- 
buted, they can form but a small proportion of the aggregate de- 
posits held by these banks ; and it would, therefore, be to suppose 
that a description of banking business of the most reckless de- 
scription had been in practice, to take it for granted that these 
Soa did not each possess securities of such a class as are always 
saleable, and such as the Bank of England is glad to take, at least 
to the required amount. But then, even granting this, it is said, 
How is so large a sum of bank notes to be obtained at any one 
time for the purpose of making the payment to the Accountant- 
General, without materially affecting the money market during 
the operation, by abstracting them from other uses? Now, even 
supposing the whole sum had to be transferred in one day—always 
taking it for granted that the bankers have such securities to offer 
as the Bank of England is in the habit of taking, or such as can 
be disposed of in Lombard-street, for which they would procure 
cheques upon the private deposits in the bank—taking for 
granted that the bankers who have to pay the deposits are, in fact, 
in a condition to do so-—it would reflect little credit on the Bank 
of England and the Accountant-General if, in such an unusual 
casé, the whole transfer could not be made in a single day; for at 
best, it is but a mechanical arrangement. To say that the amount 
must be paid to the Accountant-General, and retained in his office 
for several days, till the first seal-day, is merely to say, that that 
public officer will not think it needful to despatch business more 
rapidly when there is such an unusual accidental quantity to do 
than when there is the ordinary quantity. Canit be for a moment 
believed that the Accountant-General would permit several mil- 
lions of bank notes to lie in his office for several days? The in- 
security of such a course would be a sufficient ground for the 
same notes being returned to the Bank of England the same day 
to the account of that officer. But suppose it even required one 
or two days for the notes to be abesss from the Bank, and 
that, during that period, the amount figured as increased 
circulation, the difficulty would be very little increased. It would 
only, in that case, require a donger time to accomplish the same 
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object ; and that isa point to which the companies themselves, 
and the bankers who hold their deposits, must look. The respon- 
sibility lies with them. But even suppose the sum to amount to 
30,000,000/, and that it required the money to remain in the 
Accountant-General’s office two days, it would only require one 
month to accomplish the transfer, even in this clumsy way, at 
the rate of 2,000,000/ at atime. The Bank at present holds a 
reserve of 7,000,000/. On the first of January, a private banker 
goes to the Bank, and either draws by cheques, from the private 
deposits of the Bank, 2,000,000/, or disposes of securities to that 
amount, receives the notes and takes them to the Accountant- 
General ; the circulation of the Bank would be increased 2,000,000/, 
still leaving a reserve of 5,000,000/, and its securities would be in- 
creased by a similar amount. In two days the notes would be 
paid into the account of the Accountant-General, by which the 
circulation would be diminished 2,000,000/, and the deposits in- 
creased by thatamount. A similar process would go on for 30 
days, at the end of wich time the circulation would be exactly as 
at the first, but the deposits would have increased by 30,000,000/, 
and the securities by a similar sum; and during the whole time 
the Bank circulation might be kept 5,000,000/ within its limit. 
But it would certainly be a disgrace to our public officers to 
have recourse to so clumsy a mode; for surely the Accountant- 
General could just as easily authorise the Bank of England to 
receive money on his account, as he can delegate that duty to 
his clerk, and that with much greater safety to all parties. In 
that case it would only require the securities to be negotiated in 
one part of the Bank, the proceeds received in another part, 
and paid over to the account of the Accountant-General in a 
third part, without a note ever leaving the Bank, a certificate 
only being issued that such money had been passed to his credit 
on account of such a railway company, on receiving which from 
the Bank, the necessary forms would be completed for the House 
of Commons. When we consider how small a portion of the 
aggregate deposits of the country this sum must form (the 
deposits in the Scotch banks alone being upwards of 30,000,000/), 
and when we consider the large amount of strictly available 
securities, which raust at all times be held as representing 
these deposits, it is to us most unaccountable that the slight- 
est difficulty should ever have suggested itself to any mind 
ractically familiar with the daily operations of the money mar- 

et. A special arrangement, for the occasion, between the 
Bank and the Accountant-General, might certainly facilitate the 
matter, but if none is made, and private bankers are left to 
themselves to accomplish the transfer, with their power over 
8,000,000/ of private deposits in the Bank, we will venture to say 
that the matter will pass over with as little inconvenience as the 
transfer has already done from one class of bankers to another. 
The practical difference alone will be that, instead of the bankers 
to the different companies deriving the profit of such deposits, the 
Bank of England will do so. 

Although, therefore, there are some serious grounds for appre- 
hending a greater scarcity of money, a higher rate of interest, and 
a somewhat less prosperous state of trade, during the next suc- 
ceeding months, we do not see how any of these circumstances 
connected with the railways now proposed, and on which no 
money has yet been actually sunk, will tend to these consequences. 
We cannot but regard the failure of the potato crop throughout 
Europe, and the defective state of the corn crop, as misfortunes 
likely to produce evils infinitely more substantial thau all those 
other causes put together. 





TRIAL OF THE ATMOSPHERIC PRINCIPLE. 


We have had the pleasure, during the present week, of attending 
one of the “special exhibitions” of the working of the atmos- 
pheric principle on the Croydon line. It is proposed that the 
Croydon trains shall have a locomotive engine when they are be- 
tween London bridge and the Dartmouth Arms, and between this 
latter place and Croydon they will be drawn by a piston carriage, 
through which the atmospheric pressure is made available. The 
exchange of the one leader for the other will scarcely occupy a 
minute. It is not necessary, we presume, at this time of day, 
that we should enter into a minute description of what such a line 
of railway as this is. With the view, however, of partially doing 
so, we avail ourselves of the following description of a con- 
temporary :— 

“ The atmospheric line appears to the eye to differ from what must now 
be content to be termed the old line, merely in the circumstance that there 
lies along the entire road, midway between the rails, so as to be under the 
carriages, a cast-iron pipe 15 inches in diameter, made in lengths of 10 feet 
each, which are carefully joined together to make a continuous tube. It is 
emptied of air hy an engine at the nearest station in advance of the train 
which is to travel. Beneath the first carriage of the train is suspended a 
strong arm or arm-plate, in a slanting direction, which gasps a piston or 
—— made to fit the pipe upon the road, and meant to run through it, 
the arm being almitted into the pipe by a longitudinal valve three or four 
inches wide, extending along the top of the pipe; the valve is made of 
leather covered with iron plates, the leather being kept flexible and air- 
proof by saturating it with a composition of bees’ wax and tallow. The 
piston enters the pipe very easily through a conical enlargement, and, as the 
| air has been exhausted, it is, of course, sucked up the pipe, or rather the 
‘pressure of the air behind forces it through the vacuum in front ; as it pro- 
ceeds alung, the arm by which the first carriage grasps it, lifts the longitu-

There is also some addi- 
tional security gained by the directing influence exerted on the train by the 
piston inside the tube; and in ee of the carriages not being so 
much dependent on the bite or hold taken of the rails by the wheels, there 
is less danger from sharp curves, and want of control over the line in 
weather, steep inclines also presenting no serious difficulty. Less time is 
wasted in ing, because there isnot the immense engine and tende to 
be’stopped and put in motion. Even the superior «hance which the weight 
of these give, that cattle or other impediments may be flung off the rails, 
will perhaps be met by constructing the piston carriage with a special view 
to throwiug any obstruction on one side. The chief difficulty has been 
expected to arise from loss of power by leakage of air into the exhausted 
tube; but Mr Samuda states that this does not, in fact, occasion a lose of 
more than | to 14 horse power per mile, causing an expense of not above ld 
per train for 20 miles.” 

Without passing any opinion on the peculiar difficulties said to 
be attached to the working of the atmospheric principle—such as 
its applicability to long lines, and its comparative expensiveness, 
(the latter, of course, as a matter of business the most important,) 
—we can very heartily join in the applause and appreciation of 
the skill and genius which have been developed inthe application 
of this great though simple power of nature, to a purpose so useful, 
We can testify also to the following: “ We found the motion more 
equable and smooth than usual; the noise was much the same a 
with a locomotive engine, but there was, of course, no coke dust 
for the eyes. The trains certainly attained full speed in less time 
than usual after starting. On one part of the journey on Tuesday 
we went a mile in 62 seconds, in an open carriage, without feeling 
any inconvenience; on Friday, we understand, a speed of 75 miles 
an hour was attained. The Brighton Railway is crossed by a 
viaduct, the ascent being with a gradient of 1 in 50, and in the 
middle of a curve of half a mile radius; up this incline (probably 
inaccessible to a locomotive engine from want of bite upon the 
rails) our trains went at full speed, the length of it being too short 
to affect the rate very sensibly, or make it necessary to apply 
extra power by a larger tube there, with an expansive piston. 
There is a curve also of only a quarter of a mile radius, which 
was passed at full speed. The barometer ranged from 26 to 27 
inches, but the vacuum required for the ordinary working of 
the trains will not exceed 16 or 18. On descending the viaduct 
towards Croydon, it appeared that the train would not be stop- 
ped in time by the mere a of breaks, and a valve in 
the piston was opened, which, allowing the air behind to rush 
into the vacuum in front, reduced the mercury in a moment from 
27 inches to 12, and soon moderated the speed. Our trains were 
50 ton trains; when stopped at a station, two pairs of breaks 
were applied for about five-eighths of a mile, and rather more 
than two minutes were lost by every stoppage, the train being at 
rest for a quarter of a minute. At each station, Forest hill, Nor- 
wood, and Croydon, there are a pair of 50 horse power engines to 
exhaust the air, but at present itis not found necessary to work an 
engine at the middle station.” An atmospheric line is as yet thought 
to require a station at every third or fifth mile to work the appara- 
tus, but as a single line of rails suffices for a moderate traffic, the 
cost is less than on a double locomotive line. When the line is 
opened further down towards Epsom, to which itis to go, or nearer 
to London, a further experiment will be in progress; for the meet- 
ing places at stations will then, we believe, be used. As far as 
the undertaking has gone at present it has succeeded ; and every 
one must wish well to an attempt so ingenious in itself and 
promising to be so useful to the world. 





RAILWAY PROJECTS. 


THERE are some very important provisions in the act relating 
to railways which came into operation in November last that require 
particular attention at this juncture, in what is by some few termed 
rash speculation, but by the many public enterprise. Perhaps a 
knowledge of the dangerous ground on which thousands now stand 
will save them, or a portion, from plunging themselves and their 
families into ruin. In the course of last year, just as railroads were 
becoming popular, two measures were framed under which all such 
undertakings were ranged as joint-stock companies, and the Board of. 
Trade constituted the eye of Government to watch over their 
ceedings. The first act (7 and 8 Vic. c. 110) was entitled ¢ An Act: 
for the Registration, Incorporation, and lation of Joint-Stock; 
Companies.” By the 23d section it seems that the promoters of a 
a company can, on the payment of 5/, obtain a “ provisional 2 
tion,” which will continue in being for 12 months, during which: 
time a subscription list may be ed, shares allotted, and its 
made by way of earnest at a specified rate. Before a complete regis-) 
tration is allowed certain regulations must be complied with, and it. 
will be seen that many of the projects now before the public will sink 
before. the certificates of provisional registration expire—they will 
have fulfilled the purpose for which their concoctors called them into: 
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existence. Among the several returns ordered to b® presented to 
Parliament by the Registrar of Joint-Stock Companies is the follow- 
ing significant one:—“ A return of the number of bankruptcies of 
joint-stock companies, and the amount of the debts and assets of such 
companies respectively.” Where money cannot be recovered from 
a company, individual shareholders are liable, and their liability is to 
continue for three years after they have ceased to be shareholders. 
Executions can be issued ~ me them on an application to one of the 
superior courts, or to a judge at chambers. me persons will have 
need to consider the following provision :—“ And forasmuch as great 
injury has been inflicted upon the public by companies falsely pre- 
tending to be patronized, or directed, or managed by eminent or 
opulent persons, now, for the purpose of preventing such false pre- 
tences, be it enacted, with regard to every company or pretended 
company whatsoever, whether registered or not, and whether now 
existing or not, that if any person shall make any such false pre- 
tences, knowing the same to be false, in any advertisement or other 
paper, whether printed or written, and whether published in any 
newspaper or handbill, or placard, or circular, then every such person 
shall forfeit for every such offence a sum not exceeding 10/.” By the 
other statute (7th and 8th Victoria, c. 111), entitled “An Act for 
facilitating the winding-up the affairs of Joint-Stock Companies un- 
able to meet their pecuniary engagements,” it is, among other 
matters, declared by the preamble, “ And it may also be for the 
benefit of the public to make better provision for discovery of the 
abuses that may have attended the formation or management of the 
affairs of such companies or bodies, and for ascertaining the causes of 
their failure.” Companies can be summoned to the Court of Bank- 
ruptey as trader debtors, and be dealt with in a summary manner. 
In the event of a bankruptcy of a joint-stock company, which com- 
prehensive term includes all railway companies, whether provisionally 
registered or otherwise, a special report is to be made to the Board of 
Trade, and proceedings may be adopted at the public expense against 
any director, other officer, or any other person, for their connexion 
with such company. ‘There are projects before the public of a bene- 
ficial character, and noblemen and gentlemen have laid out their 
capital to confer benefit on the community, looking, as a matter of 
business, over and above such consideration, to a fair return for such 
outlay ; but that all the “ provisional registrations” will result in com- 
plete registrations is an impossibility. ‘They will live for a short 
time, until they have answered the purpose ot their promoters. The 
certificate of provisional registration will last for twelve months; it 
can then be renewed for a like period; but the committee of the 
Board of Trade have too much information before them to encourage 
the continuance of a number of schemes which have been raised to 
involve others in ruin, and to raise above their proper level a set of 
men who, from their former obscurity in life, would have passed un- 
noticed, at least as far as public companies were concerned. 





TEAR AND WEAR OF RAILROAD IRON. 


There has been a great deal of discussion and speculation during 
the last two years as to the probable duration of railroad iron when 
exposed to a heavy traffic; and there arefew subjects on which the 
opinions of practical men have differed more. We have, however, at 
last, the means of forming a very safe estimate of the durability of a 
56 pounds to the yard edge rail, when well laid, on an even and well- 
adjusted track. The first ten miles of the Lowell road was first 
brought into use in 1838, after the “ fish belly rail ” had been found 
inadequate. The new rail was of the H. pattern—the form now most 
generally approved. 

The following table shows the number of tons which passed over 
the road in each year from 1838, when the rail was first used, until 
July 1845, when the company commenced making extensive re-

In answer to questions, the Chairman said it 
was intended to permit proprictors to divide the aggregate amount of 
their different A and B stock by 30/ ; and the fractional parts of 30/ ex- 
cluded by the resolution, would be divided in the form of dividendat the 
next half-yearly meeting. The chairman also stated that he did not see 
any occasion whatever to make any further call upon these shares untli 
the Ist July, 1848; and such was the intention of the directors.

Bristot anp Exeter Rattway Comrany.—In consequence of the 
dissatisfaction felt by many proprietors at the terms of the provisional 
agreement entered into by the directors of the Bristol and Exeter 
railway and the Great Western railway companics, for the sale of the 
works of the former to the latter company, a meeting of shareholders, 
convened by circular, was held on Tuesday at the offices of Mr Brittan, 
solicitor, Small-street, Bristol. The chair was taken by Mr W. Cross, 
who is a large holder of shares. Mr Brittan, by whom the meetin 
was convened, entered into alengthened statement of the past an 
present condition and future prospects of the company, and quoted 
from the printed report and speeches of the chairman and directors at 
the half-yearly meeting of the proprietors, with a view to show that 
the Bristol and Exeter line was very remunerative, and that the 
terms of the proposed agreement were not such as the company had 
aright to expect, aud that they were, in fact, prejudicial to their in- 
terests. A conversation between those present ensued, in which the 
provisional agreement was strongly denounced as an unwarranted 
measure on the part of the directors of the Bristoland Exeter company, 
which ought to be resolutely resisted. A resolution was submitted to 
the effect that Mr Badham, the secretary of the company, should be 
requested to attend the meeting and explain the circumstances which 
had induced the directors to accept the terms agreed upon; but Mr 
Tripp stoutly opposed having avy conference with the directors or se- 
cretary ; and the motion was negatived by a very large majority. 
Resolutions condemnatory of the agreement, and appointing u com- 
mittee to organise an opposition to it, by convening public meetings, 
corresponding with the shareholders, and otherwise, was appointed ; 
and a subscription having been entered into, the meeting, which was 
only preliminary to one upon a larger scale, broke up. 

EETING OF THE NARRow GaucE Interests at Exeter.—On 
Sa urday a meeting of the narrow gauge interests was held at Ex- 
eter, with a view to strengthen each other by a union of interests 
and fortunes, each carrying out their own bill. They d to send 
a deputation to the South-western directors; and if they will not 
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move then, the proprietors in the South-western are to call a meeting 
of the captains to enforce the directors’ compliance. It was sup- 
d that arrangements were in contemplation for the amalgama- 
tion of these companies with the Great Western, but it was ob- 
vious that the broad and narrow gauges are onan interests. 

Tue Sovtrnampton, PETERSFIELD, anpD Lonpon Direct.—In con- 
sequence of a requisition signed by upwards of 400 of the most re- 
spectable inhabitants of Southampton, and presented to him, the 
Mayor called a public meeting to consider the merits of the above 
line in connection with the interests of the town. The meeting was 
held on Wednesday, in the Guildhall, which very shortly after the 
commencement of the proceedings was densely crowd After a 
good deal of speechifying the following resolution was agreed on ;— 
“ That, in the opinion of the meeting, it is of great importance that a 
line of railway should be formed between this town and the borough 
of Petersfield, and that the line projected by the Southampton, 
Petersfield, and London Direct Railway Company, is eminently cal- 
culated to poe the interests of the town and port of Southamp- 
ton, as well as the rich agricultural districts through which it will 
pass.” 

Eastern Counties Junction anp Sournenn.—A meeting of this 
company was held at the offices in Broad street buildings on Monday. 
The Earl of Mornington said he wished it to be distinctly understood 
that the great national and commercial benefits to be derived from 
this undertaking had induced him to come forward to assist on this 
occasion. He had many years ago expressed his surprise that so 
little use was made of the River Crouch, a river, the capabilities of 
which, if sufficiently known, would be made available to a very large 
extent. The proposed railway met his entire approbation, and he 
was convinced that the traffic in coals alone would be sufficient to 
pay a remunerative dividend on the capital of the company. He not 
only regarded it as a project highly remunerative to the shareholders, 
but of national importance, as it appeared to him that there was no- 
thing to prevent the Crouch from being made a harbour of refuge, 
and at a point of the coast, too, the most desirable. The mouth of 
the Crouch being opposite the German Ocean, would present the 
most eligible point for embarkation to many parts of the Continent, 
and the erection of fortifications would present a desirable defence 
both to the harbour of refuge he had previously spoken of, as well as 
to the entrance of the River Thames; and he would, both upon com- 
mercial and national grounds, give this undertaking his most strenu- 
ous support. 

Hatrrax anp Hutt, axp Ilurt, Gooitt, Grimssy, ann York, 
anD NortH MipiaNnp.—On Monday a meeting of the provisional 
committee was held at the Normanton Hotel, Wakefield. Mr 
Norton presided, and ina speech of considerable length explained 
the objects the company had in view, which were to furnish Halifax, 
and the denscly populated and improving manufacturing towns and 
villages in its neighbourhood, with a direct and convenient outlet to- 
wards York, Selby, Hull, Goole, Grimsby, and the east, and in con-

GENERAL HOME NEWS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 
LEEDS, Tavaspar, 

The share market has had a decidedly downward tendency during the 
week, prices have declined, and the great amount of stock now upon the 
market will have to experience perhaps a further reduction in value, before 
cae will be induced to come forward. The recent measure of the Bank 
of England, not so much by its tendency to make money immediately 
dearer, as by its inducing distrust and shaking confidence in the future sta- 
bility of our monetary relations, in conjunction with the immense number 
of bubble projects which daily attract public attention from the more sound 
and legitimate lines, have combined to bring about this state of things, 
Good stocks, we anticipate, will recover themselves, when the existing ex- 
citement has subsided ; but three-fourths of the bad and indifferent pro- 
jects that have been carrying a fictitious premium in the market, will go, we 

lieve, to par, or a mere nominal price ; and it is not unlikely, if this Eoala 
be the case, that those projects in which confdence is really placed, and 
which are likely to be carried out, may reach even higher prices than they 
have done before. In the absence of any distinguishing features in the seve- 
ral stocks dealt in duing the week, we need only refer to the share list. 

LIVERPOOL, Txurspar. 

Since I last wrote you, the Bank of England has raised the rate of interest 
one-half per cent, and alarmed all speculators so much that we have had 
the market overwhelmed with stock, and prices have consequently fallen 
tremendously in all scrip shares, and a many of those which have passed 
parliament this session. Old stock, however, maintains its ground pretty 
well, and I expect in a week or so we shall partially recover from the late 
panic, and have a more rational business doing, as the present policy of the 
Bank must prevent any more new schemes being issued, and also prevent 
many of those already out from getting their deposits, and consequently 
give a stability to good schemes already out.

Rocupate Rartways.—Considerable interest is manifested at 
Rochdale, relative to the two proposed new lines of railway, both of 
which are on the atmospheric system. Both are to come from Roch- 
dale, near the post-office, to go through Marland to Heywood ; from 
thence to Middleton, crossing the Manchester old road between 
Rhodes and the bottom end of Middleton ; to go past Alkington hall, 
through Blackley, Harpurhey, and to Manchester, near Hunt’s bank. 
It is intended to have stations at Heywood, Middleton, Blackley, 
Harpurhey, and Manchester. There isno doubt but a railway of this 
description would benefit the above towns, but it is not likely both 
railways will be obtained. The only difference is, that one company 
proposes to extend the line to Bacup and Barnley. 

Deat Aanpd Dover Junction.—This line though small in point of 
length, consisting we believe only of nine miles, will be the means of 
connecting the populous towns of Deal and Dover, and no doubt will 
ultimately form a link in the intended government measure of esta- 
blishing a coast line of railway. 


Tue Croypon Atmospneric Line.—A second spccial exhibition 
of the working of the atmospheric system on this railroad took place 
on Tuesday afternoon, at which a large and distinguished company 
were present. The long room was again prepared for their reception 
by Messrs Bathe and Breach, of the London tavern, who furnished 
forth the tables most luxuriously. At ten minutes before 2 o'clock 
the experimental train was conducted by a locomotive to the exhaust- 
ing-main, at Forest hill, where the latter was detached, and passed 
into a “siding.” Shortly afterwards the train descended the plane 
into the tube, which it accomplished, by its own weight, in a minute 
and a quarter; there waited for a Brighton down train, and was not 
released from the breaks before it came up at full speed, being 
dragged by two engines. ‘The interval which elapsed between our 
immersion and emersion from the pipe, was only 7} minutes, the dis- 
tance being five miles, the working pressure twenty-six and a half 
inches, and the weight of the train fifty-five tons. The greatest speed 
was one mile in 62 seconds, or 58 1-15 miles per hour (between Syden- 
ham and Annerley.) The first furlong was performed in 23 seconds, 
the second in 15, the third and fourth, each in 12; the fifth and the 
sixth, each in 104; the seventh, in 11; and the eighth, in 10}; after 
which the speed remained some little time constant, and then gradu- 
ally fell off to the point of rest. For some time our speed was a mile 
in 64 seconds. In returning, it was 45 miles per hour when greatest, 
the gauge standing at 27 inches asa general height. These velocities 
have been accurately ascertained by a delicately constructed chrono- 
graph, and can be relied upon as correct. Every successive trial of 
this system of railway promises more and more for its efficiency. In 
the course of Monday a speed of 80 miles was attained, and on Tues- 
day morning a working pressure of 284 inches. It is now matter of 
extreme ease to attain a velocity of 33 miles per hour within three- 
eighths of a mile from the point of absolute rest. Mr Bridge’s breaks 
act extremely well, and with the exertion of ordinary vigilance, can 
be made subservient to the removal of great danger, as they can stop 
a train at full speed within thirty That a system involving so 
many mechanical difficulties at its infancy have evinced such 
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a surprising degree of perfection, speaks most highly for the ingenuity 
of its anbieain and mee of English machine making, and 


eaves us to wonder in anticipating its future performances.

That a part of the western por- 
tion of the South Inch, immediately in front of Marshall’s place, 
is unquestionably the site best suited for a general railway terminus, 
such as ‘may best combine the convenience and interests of the 
city with those of the several companies and the general traffic of 
the public.’ “2. That the Scottish Central Line, and the Edin- 
burgh and Northern Line, should unite near the Friartown Bone 
Mill, and proceed thence to the proposed station by a line within 
the limits of deviation, as seartbea on the plan of the Edinburgh 
and Northern Company which was recently before Parliament. 
“3. That the Scottish Midland Company should approach the ter- 
minus bya line from the north western corner of the South Inch. 
“4, That the Dundee and Perth Company should approach the 
terminus bya line from the Harbour road.

and that another site should be provided beyond the limits of the 
western portion of the South Inch for the engine, carriage, and 
waggon buildings of the companies, as well as for their merchan- 
dise establishments. 

ABERDEENSHIRE CanaL.—Arrangements, we understand, are now 
completed for the purchase of this canal by the promoters of the Great 
North of Scotland railway. This acquisition will be of great impor- 
tance to that undertaking ; while the district hitherto accommodated 
by the canal will have no reason to regret the substitution of a rail- 
way for all their present or prospective wants. This canal was 
originally projected in 1795. The total expenditure on the work, up 
to the time of its being opened to the public, amounted to about 
44,0001.—Aberdeen Herald. ;

The base on the Rhinish line, from Am- 
sterdam to Arnhem, is adopted for all the internal lines, whereas, for 
the international lines, the breadth from the last principal station is 
to fix it with the interested foreign country.

It has been determined that the line now conceded from Zealand to 
Dusseldorf is to be carried to S Hertogenbosch. This railway will 
be of vast advantage to North Brabant, as there is no spot in Holland 
where the want of easy communication is so great, nothing effec- 
tual to that end having been done in that part of the kingdom up to 
the reign of William the First. The peculiar circumstances in which 
the population of this province was placed towards the United Pro- 
vinces, deprived it, in the last century, of the advantages which Hol- 
land enjoyed. The provincial states have aay proposed to grant 
a sum of 300,000 florins for the promotion of public works. 


RAILWAYS IN HOLLAND. 
Iw the whole range of the Continental countries, few have presented 
a greater want of enterprise on account of railways than that pre- 
sented by Holland up to the present year. The reason of it was the 
natural slowness of the} Dutch people, who, with a great share of 
skill, ingenuity, and enetgy, never engage in an industrious im- 
provement until neighbouring countries have advanced in it with 
giant steps. The magistracy of Amsterdam opposed at the time the 
construction of a turnpike road between Amsterdam and Haarlem, 
considering a water conveyance between the two places quite suffi- 
cient, when the advantages to a commercial people of roads upon 
which they can pass at all times were generally felt in other coun- 
tries ; and so it opposed, ffor similar reasons, at a later period, the 
establishment of a waterwork, and that of a railway. The opposition 
of the istracy was, in all those circumstances, the real expression 
of the feelings of the people. With regard to the construction of 
railways, we must notice some of the more prominent circumstances 
connected with this natural slowness of character. 

Ist, the Belgian revolution had done considerable harm to the 
financial state’ of Holland. 2d, Holland is plentifally provided with 
means for cheap and easy communication by water and by land. 
3d, the distances are short. 4th, the value of time is not suffi- 
ciently felt. 

We are disposed to believe that these motives, partly of a moral, 
and tly of a physical and political description, would have deprived 
the Dutch, for a lengthened period, of the advantages which result to 
a nation from the improvement of locomotion introduced by railways, 
if they had not enjoyed the fortune to be governed by a king 
whose boldness counteracted the natural coldness of his people. 
King William the First was a wise and enterprising man, who availed 
himself of every means by which he hoped to add to the wealth of 








his subjects. He took seriously in hand the project of a railwa 
between Amsterdam and Rotterdam, which was planned by Me 
Brade, and removed any obstruction that existed unfavourable to the 
object which could be removed by Government. He formed himself 
the resolution to open a railway communication with Germany, and 
raised the money for its construction under his own personal guaran- 
tee. The first railway is now completed up to the Hague, the second 
to Arnhem, and was conceded in the early part of the summer to a 
company which has to carry it to the frontiers of Germany, and con- 
struct a line from Utrecht to Gouda and Rotterdam. 

The advantages of a quick intercourse for the public at large, was 
to be strikingly brought forward by a road which had to bring the 
two metropolises of the Dutch commerce almost at two hours distance 
from each other ; and still, those who had to receive the greatest be- 
nefit from it, set up an opposition, based upon private nghts, which 
would have discouraged the} undertakers, through the immense 
difficulties that were thrown in their way, if the protection of the 
king had not acted upon them as a powerful incentive. Indeed, the 
magistracy of Amsterdam did not even allow them, notwithstanding 
the best offers, to bring the railway station close by the town. 

Time, however, has been the great physician who has cured the 
evil; it has made obvious to those who were the most apathetic by 
temperament, the important and permanent commercial and politi- 
cal effects attending an increased facility and speed in the transport 
of persons and eaten and the ardour with which the neighbouring 
countries are availing themselves of these advantages to extend the 
amount of their traffic, and to call into existence new commercial 
relations, has now brought the conviction to them, that Holland is 
compelled, upon pain of losing the benefit of the facilities afforded 
by nature for dealing with foreigners, to engage seriously in the rail- 
“= system. 

The consequence of this has been, that numerous projects for the 
construction of lines for internal and foreign communication have 
been lately presented to Government. A railway has been planned 
from Arnhem, Deventer, Kampen, Zwolle, Raulte, and Almela, to 
the frontiers of Germany. The concession has been given, and the 
works are now in progress. A line has been projected with the view 
of opening a communication with East Friesland. It stretches North- 
east from Zwolle, over Meppel, Beilen, Assen, and Groningen, 
Other plans, intended to form a communication with Friesland, pro- 
ceed from Zwolle, Meppel, Steenwyk, and Heereveen, to the Lem- 
mer or Leeuwardeen, where the line turns east to Groningen, and 
west to Harlingen. There are several rival companies for the exe- 
cution of these works. The members of the deputy states of the four 
provinces interested in their construction, were called in May last to 
give their advice on the comparative advantages offered by the dif- 
ferent projects. ‘ 

A railway has been recently contemplated from Utrecht to Kam- 
pen, Zwolle, or Deventer, over Amersfoord and Harderwyk, with the 
view of joining more directly Amsterdam and Rotterdam to the 
northern line. 

A provisional concession has been given for a line from Zealand 
across North Brabant and Limburg to Germany. It is to be con- 
nected with a canal to be cut through the island of Walcheren, 
where a port should be opened at the east side of Flushing. The 
public attention is also excited to the advantages that might be de- 
rived from a line which should proceed from Arnhem to Nimeguen 
and Vente, whence it might be carried, on the one hand, to Co- 
logne ; and, on the other hand, with subsidiary lines from Roermond 
to Maestricht and Aix-la-Chapelle, and farther to Luxemburg. We 
must also mention the smaller lines from Haarlem to Zandvoort, and 
from Maestricht to Aix-la-Chapelle, that have been conceded by the 
King of Prussia. 

It is deserving of remark that the Dutch government has adopted, 
to some extent, the laissez faire system with regard to the construc- 
tion of railways. All of them are undertaken by companies. The 
government only interferes to reconcile conflicting interests and the 
wants of the community. This has allowed the king to say in his 
speech of the 20th to the Chambers, that Holland shall have its rail- 
way system without any charge for the Treasury. 





RAILROADS IN JAMAICA. 


Ir seems probable that there will be asevere contest before the 
House of Assembly for the right of establishing the line of railway 
between Montego Bay and Kingston. In addition to the Northern 
Railway Company which first projected this line, and which, as we 
mentioned yesterday, still adheres to its original scheme, there are 
three companies before the public for the completion of the same 
undertaking—first, the Kingston and North Midlannd Railway, to 
extend from Kingston to Annotto Bay and Port Maria, by means of 
a tunnel through Stoney Hill; second, in connection with the latter 
company, the Jamaica, Kingston and North Midland Extension Rail- 
way, with a capital of 600,000/, to extend from Kingston to Montego 
Bay ; and third, the Western Jamaica Railway, being the scheme 
originally proposed for connecting Kingston with Montego Bay by 
the contialies under the title of the Jamaica Connecting Railway. 
There are thus three competing for the line. The prospectus issued 
by the Western Company purposes, in addition to the formation of a 
direct line to Montego Bay, and ultimately to Savanna-la-Mar, to 
form collateral branches of a single line (wherever practicable) into 
the interior of St Mary, St Ann, Trelawny, and St James. 

One of the Jamaica papers remarks as follows, in reference to these 
projects :—“ We do not —_ with our contemporary of the Times, 
with reference to its remarks on the projected railway through Stoney 
Hill, that no scheme ought to meet the support of the public, or the 
countenance of the House of Assembly, which proposes to stop short 
of connecting Kingston with the county town of Montego Bay. Our 
contemporary should remember that there is a distinct company 
which proposes to construct a railway from Montego Bay to St Ann’s 
Bay, and from thence to Annotto Bay. But if there were not, why } 
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should not a com be permitted to establish a railway between 
Kingston and ‘Aanote Bay without any reference to Montogo Bay 
whatever? We incline to think that numerous companies taking 
charge of short lines, would be more likely to realise fair returns on 
their capital, than a single company concerned in so large an under- 
taking ae a railway between Montego Bay and Kingston.”

The Prussian government has determined to apply an electrtc tele- 
graph to the line from Berlin to Cologne. It wil established be- 
tween Berlin and Potsdam before the end of the year. 

Rariroaps tn France.—The principal Receivers-general of the de- 
partments, with the sanction of the Minister of Finances, have just 
formed a company for the construction of the Paris and Lyons and 
the Lyons and Avignon railroads. The Receivers-general, we under- 
stand, are to receive the subscriptions for their respective departments, 
and in Paris, applications for shares are to be made to Messrs Delahane 
Boykett, and ce, bankers to the company, 7 rue Chauchat. 

Tanover anp CeLite.—Hanover, Oct, 16.—The line between 
Hanover and Celle is to be opened ina few days. It is, however, only 
a part of the great line from Hanover to Harburg, with respect to the 
completion of which everybody is in the dark. ‘The ground between 
Hanover and Celle, and, indeed, all the way to Harburg, is of a na- 
ture exceedingly favourable to the construction of a railway; the 
whole country in that direction is a flat, without one hill; the whole 
difficulty in the way of the construction of a railway is the swampy 
nature of the ground in places where turf has been cut in large quan- 
tities. All Hanover is supplied by turf cut in the Luneburger Halde 
(moor), through which the line goes. Notwithstanding these very fa- 
vourable circumstances, the completion of this line has been most 
unaccountably delayed—whether from want of funds or of labourers 
we do notknow. ‘The opening of the line for the public will take 
place on the 15th inst. His majesty the king took advantage of the 
railway the day before yesterday, when he proceeded by it to Celle, 
where he stayed one day, and then departed for Goehrde to hunt. 

Wirtemperc.—Notwithstanding that the government of this coun- 
try has ag»in declined the offers of Messrs Burnard, Ogle, and Mas- 
terman to undertake the construction of railways in the kingdom, 
Mr. Ogle has returned here, after a short absence in Baden Baden, 
fully prepared with the necessary powers, to negociate for the con- 
struction of all extensions and branch lines. 

Nuremserc.—The government of Bavaria having ordered that all 
the railways in that kingdom are to be constructed by coutract, seve- 
ral English contractors have offered to undertake the works, and their 
offers have been most favourably received. 

The Tiempo states that the Madrid, and Irun railway Company, has 
deposited five millions of reals in state paper in the Bank of San Fer- 
nando as a security that it will fulfil its obligation to complete the line 
in terms of the contract entered into with the government. 


Paris Lines.—The Journal des Chemins de Fer gives the follow- 
ing as the numbers of the engers and the amounts of the receipts 
of the Paris lines during the Jast month :—St Germain : 136,578 pas- 
sengers; 142,202f. Versailles (Right Bank:) 166,636 passengers ; 
177,002f. Ditto (Left Bank): 77,678 passengers; 82,015f. Orleans 
and Corbeil : 769,958f. Rouen: 114,367 passengers ; 839,974f. Dur- 
ing the month of Sept, 1844, the receipts of the St Germain road were 
141,389f; of the Versailles ee Bank), 175,889f ; of the Versailles 
(Left Bank), 87,972f; of the Orleans and Corbeil, 652,498f; of the 
Rouen road, 739,940f. The Northern Company has appointed (says 
the Courrier Francais) a committee of five members, at the head of 
which is M. Emilie Periere, to organise the working of the line. Al- 
though it might be able to do so, the company will not, it is under- 
tend, during the winter, work the lines from Arros to Lille, and from 
Lille to Valenciennes. It will be, however, different with that part 
of the line from Paris to Claremont, which, it is said, will be at work 
on the Ist of November, if they have sufficient locomotive power 
ready. The Versailles Company (Right Bank) will, it is said, fur- 
nish it, and an agent has already been ig to purchase all the 
diligences, waggons, &c. which he can find. The opening of the rail- 
way will take place at the end of this year. 

The greater part of the definite plan of the section of the Boulogne 
and Amiens railway comprised between this last city and Abbeville, 
had been approved by the Council General of the bridges and roads; 
the ground has been purchased, and the works have commenced. The 
plans of the second section, between Abbeville and Boulogne, are at 
this moment in the hands of the administration. 

Tue Paris Great Nortuern Raitway.—The Baron de Roths- 
child, and other persons connected with the management of the Great 
Northern railroad, proceeded by it from Paris to Clermont (upwards 
of 20 miles) on Sunday. No doubt was entertained that by the month 
of April next the entire line from Paris to Amiens would be opened. 

Orxveans anv Tours Raitroap.—In consequence of the discovery 
of a defalcation in the fulfilment of the conditions of the contract, in 
the substitution of pine-wood for oak beams, it is deemed probable that 
the line will not be opened until the month of March. 

Tue Awncio-spanisn Compawny, to which the line between Madrid 
and Irun, passing through Bilboa, Burgos,'andyValladolid, was conced- 
ed by a Royal decree of the 16th August last, had lodged the re- 
quired security of 5,000,000 reals in 3 per cent securities into the Bank 
of San Fernando. ‘The company is to enjoy, amongst other advantages, 
the privilege of importing the materials for the road duty free duridg 
ten years, the exemption from all ordi and extraordinary taxes, 
and the authorisation to cut down all the timber necessary in the 
Royal forests. The ground, moreover, is to be purchased at the pub- 
ce, and the company itself to be allowed to fix the prices of 

Great Nortu Inpiax.—This line proposes to connect Delhi 
and Allahabad. The line is intended to commence at A : d, 
the point where the steam navigation of the Ganges terminates, and 
will form from that city a grand trunk line to Cawnpore, Agra, and 
Delhi, and with the proposed line from Calcutta to Mirzapore, is de- 
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signed to complete the trunk line from Calcutta to the north-western 
frontier. A line is also to be run from Madras to Arcot, with a pro- 
bable extension to Vellore. 

Lyons anv Avicnon.—A letter from Grenoble, of the 13th instant, 
states that the Prefect of Isere, with M. Picot, the engineer-in-chief 
of ponts et chaussees, and M. Arnet, conseiller de prefecture, had 
proceeded to Valence to confer with the Minister of Public Works 
upon the subject of the Grenoble brauch of the Lyons and Avignon 
line. The minister arrived in Lyons on the 15th, and proceeded to 
inspect one of the projected routes discussed in the preliminary in- 
quiry for the new railways, and also the suggested situation of a 
central station. In the evenivog M. Dumon had interviews with the 
deputies of the Rhone, with the deputies of the departments, with 
the engineers engaged in several public works, and the prefects of 
the Loire and Saone-et-Loire, on the subject of the various railways 
and other undertakings. 

THREATENED Panic 1n Panis.—The Esprit Public says it has been 
informed that on the I4th ult., the Prefect of Police submitted to the 
King, in a council of ministers, a report setting forth the dangerous 
consequences which would arise from the absorption of capital exclu- 
sively in railway enterprises. 

Tue Rartway Mania 1n Evrore.—“ Where stock has been offered 
in new roads, the police has been frequently called in to suppress 
disturbances, growing out of the vast crowds that rushed forward to 
procure shares.”’—“ Speculation in railway shares is pushed to an ex- 
traordinary extent, and even promises of shares, in companies not yet 
definitely constituted, are sold at high premiums. Throughout the 
day the Bourse at Paris is crowded to excess, and at timesit is almost 
impossible to force one’s way from one part to another. At the foot 
of the stairs leading to the Bourse may be seen a number of old 
women, waiting the result.of their little speculations. Once upona 
time the ladies were permitted to enter the Bourse, but they kicked 
up such a clatter that the Prefect of Police ordered them to be turned 
out and kept out.—American Paper.—[“ Distance lends enchantment 
to the view !”] 





Tue Post-Horse Duties.—A retura of the gross annual produce 
of the post-horse duty, just issued by the direction of Parliament, 
furnishes a series of facts which fully show both the impolicy and in- 
justice of continuing to exact this impost from the already-oppressed 
traders, who, asa class, are nearly extinguished by the leviathan 
railway conveyances. From this return, made up so as to include 
the last five years, it appears that, according to the excise collection, 
the aggregate amount paid into the exchequer on account of this tax, 
amounted in the year 1839, to 224,374/; in 1840, to 212,633/; in 1841, 
to 196,1312; in 1842, to 175,284/; in 1843, to 162,202/; and in 18/4, 
to 183,160/. The gradual dimunition of the amount shows the in- 
jurious effects of its operations. There is little demand for the arti- 
cles on which it is levied. Yet must it be provided—and at a 
necessarily heavy cost ; for horses must be fed though they do not, 
work—and, with drivers, kept ready for the traveller, or the small, 
portion of trade still left to the innkeepers would become extinct, 
Surely their case is one which deserves consideration with a view to 
their relief. 





RAILWAY MARKET SUMMARY. 





Monpay, Oct. 20th.—At the opening of the Stock Exchange this morn- 
ing, the appearance of things was more remarkable than has occurred for a 
very long period. None of the brokers attempted to do business either as 
buyers or sellers, and, for a time, no quotations were named even inthe 
English stock market. For shares, there wasliterally no price fixed. This state 
of uncertainty lasted full an hour after the usual commencement of business. 
Even up to | o'clock, the more steady brokers were averse from furnishing 
any lists: and throughout the day the business done in all the securities 
(stocks or shares) was somewhatlimitedinextent. Railway shares were flat 
up to the close of business. The brokers continued to deal, but prices 
have constantly fluctuated throughout the day. 

Turspay, Oct, 22.—In the share market there was a great decrease of 
business in new scrip. The issues of the last week or fortnight have in 
many cases scarcely any quotation at all. For the better sorts of shares 
more demand existed, and firmer prices were established. Under the pre- 
sent appearance of affairs there is every prospect of the market being cleared 
of much of its superfluous weight. 

WepneEspay, Oct. 22.—The share market, as may be supposed, was very 
irregular, which renders it almost impossible to do justice to any analysis of 
prices. In some cases they were more dep than yesterday, and in 
others more buoyant; hut the general feature of the market was more 
steady than on Monday. We cannot do better than at once refer our 
readers to the detailed list. 

Tuurspay, Oct. 23.—The share markets again opened heavy, and orders 
to sell were numerous, Prices declined under these circumstances consi- 
derably, both for scrips and the shares of some of the registcred lines. The 
market for foreign lines of railway also felt thisdownward action. Previous 
to the close of business the market became steadier, and there was less 
anxiety to press sales. This improved feeling, if it can be said to amount 
to somuch, applies to the character of the market in general terms. 


Fripay, Oct. 24.—Business opened heavily under the depressing influ- 
ence of yesterday's closing prices, which have remained without improve- 
ment. Nevertheless, the accounts from the country this morning were less 
discouraging than had been anticipated, and the effect has been to induce 
a firmer and more healthy tone in the market, without, however, producing 
any important advance in prices, or much increasing the transactions. 
There isa disposition amongst conntry holders not to force the market.
